Chanucah. 


Tue Feast of Dedication must always possess for Jews a 
singular attraction. The ceremony which distinguishes it and the 
Lymn with its inspiring melody, assigned to it, are adjuncts to the 
commemoration of the event that tend to fix it in the Jewish 
mind and heart. The happenings which the celebration memorises 
have given to our people a well-deserved and, at the same time, much- 
needed reputation for physical bravery, for courage, and for valour. 
The name of Judas Maccabeus and that of his remarkable family have 
lived to inspire countless generations (and not of Jews only) with the 
beauty and grandeur of undying adherence to principle and aa 
unquenchable spirit of pluck and endurance in face of the worst of diffi- 
culties. Thatthe energy and boundless resistance to unteward circum- 
stances, for which the Maccabees were distinguished are a common 
characteristic of our people, the mere fact that we are here, existing 
to-day, is proof beyond cavil. The Maccabean spirit has, it seems to 
us, been associated far too exclusively with martial prowess. To be 
sure, the Maccabees manifested their remarkable powers in war, in 
a revolt against overwhelming forces and at almost impossible odds, 
But that was because they found in’arms their only opportunity. 
The same spirit that made them endure all they did, and nerved 
them in the terribly unequal combat, has,been present with our people 
througbout the generations; for Jewish histery for twenty centuries 
has been little else than a prolonged war, with here and there truces 
in an eternal battle. The forces that have beem arrayed against us 
have been as overwhelming as were those of the Grecian hosts 
when compared with the band of stalwarts who, at the clarion call 
of Judas Maccabeus, gathered around him, and under his supreme 
leadership were taken to one of the greatest victories of all history. 
And the motive which animated the Maccabeans was the same as 
has animated our people throughout. We have fought to restore 
God to His Temple and to keep His altar of religion free from 
defilement. That is really what has impelled us te resist, to the 
extent we have, the allurements of assimilation, and to defy the pains 
and penalties which too frequently have been the reward of our 
Jewish constancy. Nor have we Jews forgotten that our long fight has 
been, too, as was that of the great Jewish hero, a struggle for our 
national rights as the one and only true security for Judaism. 
Happily, the attainment of these seems to be at long last taking 
some tangible shape. At least there is for us this encouraging 
fact: that in these latter days the national consciousness of the Jew 
has found expression, even though its tones have been sometimes 
muffled, sometimes apologetic, and but rarely pronounced with the 
definite voice with which Judas Maccabeus invested his mission, for 
his God and for his people,

Anti-Judaism Rampant. 


Reports of anti-Jewish demonstrations form a grim and lurid 
feature in the news of the present week. In Poland,if the accounts 
transmitted to us are to be believed (and we say this because we 
recollect the hectic exaggeration concerning this very sort of 
thing that in the past has proceeded from that quarter), 
demonstrations of Jewish hatred have blazed up and assumed 
alarming dimensions. In Rumania anti-Jewish riots have occurred, 
the seriousness of which cannot be mistaken and the purpose 
of which it will be difficult for even the best friends of 
Rumania to excuse. These untoward events have happened at two 
points in Eastern Europe, regarding both of which the most hopeful 
prospects for Jews have been held out. The excesses which 
disgraced the fair name of Poland and disgusted the friends of 
Polish freedom, among whom none have been more faithful than 


- Jews the world over, were said to be the inevitable con- 


comitants of the country’s manumission after years of Russian 
rule. The present occurrences do not confirm that view, nor 
do they confirm the constant assurances of Polish Statesmen that 
the Polish people are bent upon founding the Polish State upon the 
basis of right and justice. From the other side of the world 
comes, at almost the same moment, a disturbing statement of the 
growth in influence and in power of the Ku Klux Klan. Inthe course 
of aspeech made the otherday by the Governor of Oregon, Mr. OLCOTT 
made a similar declaration in regard to that State to that which 
Governor PARKER had previously made respecting Louisiana. He 
predicted that unless the growth of the secret Ku Kiux Klan organ- 
isation is checked, America will before long be plunged into a religious 
civil war. The Klan, it will be recollected, has instituted its 
abominable campaign, not against Jews only, but against Catholics 
and negroes as well. But that its operations are directed against 
Jews, and very prominently so, the organisers have left no doubt. 
The States of the Union in which the Klan has managed up till now to 
obtain power are not those largely inhabited by our people. But our 
fellow-Jews in America are fully alive to the danger which threatens 
them, and note with well-grounded anxiety the enormous progress 
made in the racial and religious warfare which this secret organisa- 
tion is carrying on. The methods of the Klan are those of sheer 
terrorism and outrage, and little differ in effect, in fact, from the 
pogroms to which Jews are subjected in Eastern Europe. It is 
altogether a sad and bad outlook for our people, and the saddest and 
worst of it all is thatas a people we seem helpless. All we appear 
able to do is to take the slings and arrows of outrageous fortune 
that is reserved for the Jew, and satisfy ourselves with what we 
know must, in the circumstances in which we are placed, prove a 
‘more or less futile protest. Must this ever be so? It is difficult 
to reconcile ourselves to the conclusion that Jews as a people are 
impotent for moulding in the least their own destiny, and that 
they must perforce take what comes and be thankful that the 
direst is not more sinister. 


In The Slough. | 


ENGLISH Zionists who conferred on Saturday night, the 


proceedings being both prolonged and animated, did not exhibit a 
very inspiriting condition. More important, they did not show 
that some of the members of the Movement in England 
possess the vigour and the energy, to say nothing of the 
hopefulness, which are essential to the Movement’s success. 
The conference was called in order that delegates might take counsel 
together, not only to discover what was amiss with Zionism in this 
country, but also what could be done to remedy what was recognised 
apparently by all asadeplorable state of affairs. So deplorable, it 
would seem, are things in the view of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion, that those whotook part in Saturday evening's meeting presented 
a picture not far removed from a veritable Slough of Despond. 
There can be no doubt that Mr. SOKOLOW was right when he said 
that this manifestation of pessimism—defeatism it would have 
been called during the war—was wholly to be unaccounted for. 
But no one better than the distinguished Zionist leader 
knows why it is that the spirits of his followers are 60 
depressed. It is not,as he appears to think, that Zionists crave 
constantly for new sensations. If that were so-—and we pre- 
sume by sensations he means sensational evidence of political 
progress—the singularly general statement he made as to the 
views of certain members of the present Government (unnamed), 
whom he has recently been interviewing, could hardly be calculated 
to raisethem from the zero point to which they seem to have tumbled. 
The fact is that these Zionists are suffering from a bad rebound. 
with interesting naivelé , called 
attention to the enthusiasm that inspired the same Zionists when 
the Balfour Declaration was promulgated, as compared with the 
indifference that now has seized them. Is it surprising? But five 
short years ago, Zionist leaders were telling their followers 
that the British Government had promised Judea for the Jews, and 
that “next year in Jerusalem” would really next year be realised. 
They were declaring that at last, after twenty centuries of 
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unexampled struggle, the Jewish nation re-established in Palestine 
was vouchsafed, that the long night of exile was ended, and the dawn 
of our people’s day of hope was shooting its effulgent beams 
across the Jewish horizon. It is a different picture to-day, 
when the same Zionist leaders’ are forced to appear before 
their followers, wearing in the sight of all men the yellow 
badge of the Churchill Statement. No wonder some of the 
delegates groaned and asked not to be reminded of the Balfour 
Declaration and the Mandate—that they begged to be spared the 
bitter disappointment these are so sure to bring to tho Z onist mind, 
Even the resolution passed by the Deputies, agreeing to support the 
Government in its execution of the Mandate, or but of course still less, 
the resolution, unamended up till now, of the Anglo-Jowish Associa- 
tion Council, proffering its support to the policy of the Government 
as set forth in the White Book of July last, has failed to invest 
the Mandate, or cven the Balfour Declaration, with grace aad 
favour in the eyes of Zionists who thought they meant so much, 
and are now told that they mean comparatively so little. 


Wao can wonder at the sad despondency that filled the delegates 
to the Zionist Conference on Saturday evening? For these good 
people are Zionists; they are not pseudo-Zionists. They were 
elated at the Balfour Deciaration, because it was an assurancs of 
the resurgence in Palestine of a Jewish nation. The Churchill State. 
ment was a keen and bitter disappointment, because it betokened 
no more than an amiable expression of Great Britain's opinion 
that it would be a good thing for Palestine if the existing 
Jewish community there were further developed, so that it might 
become a centre in which all Jews “ on grounds of religion and race 
might feel “an interest and a pride”—that and nothing more. 
Official Zionism in 1917 represented the striving of the Jewish 
people for their national regeneration. Official Zionism to-day, 
gyved and manacled as it is by the Churchill Statement, represents 
little more than the despair of the Jewish people, experienced 
in all countries of the Diaspora, applied to what Zionists fondly 
regard as the Land of Israel. Far be it from us to say that the 
pessimism and the despondency manifested by the English Zionist 
Federation Conference, however explicable, are justified. We 
attempt only to account for them. They are, in fact, no more 
justified than it now turns out Zionists were in the high 
hopes with which they were encouraged five years ago. Bat 
things are not by any means so doleful as the delegates 
appeared to think, and Mr. SokOLOW endeavoured to bring 
something like relativity. The true 
way of looking at the matter is not to compare 1917 with 
1922, but to compare 1922 with 1897, the date of the first Zionist 
Congress. Whatthe Movement has gained in the meantime has been 
little short of miraculous, though it is only fair to add that all it has 
gained was achieved by an unswerving adhesion to Zionist principles, 
If anything that bad been gained has been lost, it has been because 
of shifting compromise or, as it has been put, an unfortunate desire 
to seize the shadow of an apparent success rather than to hold on 
to the smaller substance of true advantage. We, for our part, 
even as things are, prefer, as more applicable to existing 
conditions, the spirié shown by Sir ALFRED Monp in the 
excellent speech which he delivered at the B'nai B'rith banquet on 
Sunday, rather than the lack of it which was indicated at the Con. 
ference. The Balfour Declaration and the Mandate have given to 
the Jewish people that of which no Power now can rob them. and 
of the advantage of which no agitation can deprive them. They 
form a recognition of the right of the Jewish people to their 
national being and to Palestine as their National Home. Upon this, 
as Sir ALFRED well pointed out, it remains for Jews to build. But 
although others, as we say, cannot deprive them now of that which 
the two acts to which we have alluded conferred upon them, it ig 
comparatively easy for the gains obtained to be dissipated by Jews 
themselves. And there is no suver way in which they can do so than by 
yielding the great principles of Zion'sm, which ara in truth a heritage 
it derived from the historic tra:litions of Jewish faith that throughout 
their existence have been cherished by the Jewish paople. Viewed 
from this angle of contemplation, there is no need for 
official Zionism to inhubit the depths of despair, and it will 
not, if it will but take and retain fast hold of the creed upon 
which the Movement is based. But we confess that there ig 
not much room for surprise at the low spirits shown by the 
delegates on Saturday evening, when it is remembered that 
they met under the wyis of a Federation which, in 
turn, is part and parcel of the Zionist World Organisation 
the Executive of which, but a few months ago, forgot its plain duty 
to Zionism and bowed itself to the opportunist demands of a 
false conception of its aims, its purpose, and its goal.

Twenty Years After.

Sue last saw the twentieth anniversary of the formation 


of the Jewish Religious Union, out of which the “ Liberal ” 
Synagogue grew as a first-fruit. The occasion was celebrated 
by a Thanksgiving Service, a presentation to the Hon. Lily 
Montagu, who initiated the Organisation, and an Address by 
Mr. Claude Montefiore, who has been its pillar and its doughty 
champion, almost its alter ego, from the first day until now. 
Twenty years is not a long time in the history of any human 
movement, It is a short while for the testing of a Jewish religious 
movement, which, it is essential if it is to endure, should cast its roots 


- deep and wide. For that process twenty years is altogether insuffi- 


cient. Thus it is something like pulling a plant up by its 
roots to see how it is thriving, to examine, after so short a 
period, the “Liberal” Synagogue with a view to ascertaining 
whether it is a true, a genuine, and an enduring expression 
of real Jewish thought and feeling, or a mere hysterical effort 
put forth by those who are conscious of their Jewish weakness, 
grasping at a mere shadow in a vain and futile endeavour to 
hang on somehow to the skirts of Judaism. Both those estimates 
are current concerning the sect which Miss Montagu originated, and 
Mr. Montefiore has with matchless devotion tended and fostered. They 


are extreme views, and it is more than probable that the truth rests 
somewhere between them. 


The Jewish Religious Union. 


The official publication of the Jewish Religious Union for the 
current month prints a leading article upon ‘“ Our Anniversary.” It 
forms useful reading from more than one angle of thought. It tells 
us what the conscious purpose of those who founded this organisa- 
tion really was. They were, we are told, “ impelled by the realisation 
ofagrowing weakness in the religious life of the Jewish Community ;" 
and therefore they—and I quote the exact words—" organised the 
Jewish Religious Union for the conduct of activities to combat 
this evil.” We are told that it was “only necessary to let the 
Jewish message reach the hearts and minds of Jews and Jewesses by 
making it comprehensible and clear” (not in itself a very compre- 
hensible and certainly not a very clear expression of the idea) “ to 
regain loyalty to Judaism where it had fallen to indifference and to 
strengthen that loyalty where it was weak.” 

This was the object—the declared object—of the formation of 
the Religious Union out of which the “ Liberal” synagogue grew as ite 
first fruit. And the proclamation on the occasion of the Organisa- 
tion having reached its second decade is a challenge to all of us 
whether we are members of it or not, to ask ourselves and say 
whetber the Union has up till now accomplished in any 
degree, and if so in what degree, the objects with which it set 
out. With the preamble of those objects we can all agree. It 
does not require much effort for us to cast our minds 
back to twenty years ago, and, having done so, we must acknow- 
ledge that there was then “a growing weakness in the 
religious life of the Jewish community"; or that loyalty to 
Judaism had then fallen to indifference or, again, that there was 
abundant evidence that loyalty to Judaism was weak. It is claimed 
in the article to which I allude that “the years that have passed 
have justified the hopes of the founders” of the Union. I rubbed 
my eyes when I read those words. Twenty years after, and 
is there not still a growing—indeed, a progressive—weakness in 
the religious life of the Jewish community, a weakness that has 
progressed and has grown palpably and undeniably during the last 
twice ten years? To what extent, then, are the founders of the 
Jewish Religious Union justified when they say that the hopes they 
entertained of staying this weakness and of strengthening the 


_ religious life of the Jewish community have been attained ? 


Has it Succeeded ? 


The writer of the article seems to see the success claimed not in 
the Jewish community itself, but in the comparative handful of 
members of the “ Liberal’’ Jewish Synagogue, which, we are told, has 
now “ stability and assured strength.” In what sense? The writer 
tells us that the success is to be seen in “the number of avowed 
adherents.” But avowed adherents may spell material success 
and may be—doubtless are—necessary for the rearing of a 


new fane, which is now in contemplation by the congregation. | 


But the number of adherents can be no sort of proof that success 
has attended the Jewish Religious Union in its object of staying 
the weakness in the religious life of the Jewish Community 
which twenty years ago was growing, and to-day is still growing, 
spreading with the ominousness of a noxious weed. The avowed 
adherents of the “ Liberal"’ Jewish Movement, as reckoned in the 
members of the “ Liberal” Synagogue—how many of them can be 


said to be brands plucked from the burning fever of weakness in the 


religious life of the community? Of the members of the Hill Street 
Synagogue, how many before they became members there were not 
members of some other Congregation ? The majority, I suppose, have 
been drawn from the West London Synagogue, and all the rest, save 


a few, from other synagogues, to which either they or their parents 
(in the case of young people) belonged. To transfer a certain 
number of men and women from worshipping in one synagogue 
to worship in another synagogue, to take a certain number 
from Berkeley Street and transfer them to Hill Street, to assemble 
them at three o'clock in the afternoon instead of eleven o'clock 
in the morning, or, as by the latest arrangement, at the same hour— 
that is no evidence that the growing weakness in the religious life 
of the community of twenty years ago has been stayed. 

Perhaps it will be argued thatthe Jewish religious life of 
the individuals who belong to Hill Street has been strengthened 
where previously it was weak. But he would be a bold man who 
would venture such a proposition, and I observe that the official 
publication of the Jewish Religious Union ventures to make 
no such claim. All it says is that the movement las been a success, 
because the number of the avowed adherents has increased. That 
is an argument that will not hold water. Let us assume that the 
hostile description I have quoted above of what the “Liberal” Syna- 
gogue really is, were anywhere near the truth. Then it follows that 
the increase in membership would indicate not that the weakness in 
the religious life of the Jewish Community had become less, but 
that, on the contrary, it had grown and waxed greater. Only if if 
could be shown that in pursuance of its admirable ideal the Jewish 
Religious Union had gathered vast numbers of our people who 
otherwise would have remained in the religious wilderness —and 
membership or non-membership of a Synagogue is, although 
not a complete at least some measure of whether Jews are or 
are not in the wilderness—could the Union rightfully claim 
that it had proved a tonic to the religious life of the community. 
In joying over its increase in membership the “ Liberal’ Synagogue 


must take account of the “ attractions” it bas held out in inducing 
new members to join. I think the burial fee of the ~ Liberal” 
Synagogue was fixed at a particularly cheap price. 


Reality.” | 

It may seem, if not churlish, then somewhat unkind, to question 
the genuineness of the basis for self-gratuiation on its attainments 
indulged in by an Organisation which started out with the very excel- 
lent and admirable purpose announced by the Jewish Religious Union, 
But the official article to whichI am referring expresses the further 
aspiration that the future of the Jewish Religious Union may 
be “a reality in England.” Reality caunot be attained by 
self-deception, and it is surely the grossest self-deception to 
imagine that because the “Liberal” Synagogue has become a 
financial success—just like some common or garden United © 
Synagogue—ibrough large membership, the Jewish Religious 
Union has done anything to stay the weakness in the religious life of 
the Jewish Community, which it perceived was growing twenty years 
ago; or, again, that it has done anything to strengthen the 
loyalty to Judaism, which was one of its announced purposes. 
‘There is much evidence to the contrary, aud I do not take into 
account only the condition of Judaism in England to-day,as compared 
with what it was when the Jewish Religious Union started. I look 
at the membership of the “ Liberal '' Synagogue, and I see no sign of 
a stronger religious life there than in any other Congregation. On 
the contrary, it is evident that loyalty to Judaism there, by whatever 
test it may be gauged, is if anything weaker and less marked than 
elsewhere. The observance of Judaism-—is if greater or 
weaker in the “Liberal” Synagogue than, say, in the Machsike 
Hadass? And by observance I mean the preferring of religious 
calls upon thought and energy to secular ones. It will, 
I suppose, be answered that the observances by the members 
of the Machsike Hadass or any other “orthodox” Jews are not 
believed in by the members of the “ Liberal.’ But it would bo 
difficult to claim more abiding loyalty for Hill Street by that argr- 
ment. Just, however, take one test. A peop'e's language is tie 
soul of that people. At Hill Street, I[xbrew, the lamguage cf 


Judaism, if not the tongue of the Jew, is next to abrogated. \hy?

Because loyalty to Judaism there is not sufficient to induce members 
to pray in what, I suppose, they still call the sacred language. 


The article in the Jewish Religious Union Bulletin shows, I regret 
to see, self-deception to be acharacteristic of those who are responsible 
for this section of our community. Let us be charitable, and say that 
it isno more than self-deception when we are told by them that those 
who do not see eye to eye with them in their conception and 
presentation of Judaism are afflicted with “the prejudice of 
ignorance " and suffer from “ astrong congenital tendency to formal 
conservatism.” If one wished to be anything but kind and forbear- 
ing, as we should be to these Jews who are manifestly (if the truth 
has to be told) standing on the very brink, the edge beyond which 
is a definite drifting away from the community, one could use a far 
stronger word than self-deception for this description of “ orthodox” 
Jews. It isin any case singularly out of accord with the professed 
ideal of staying the growing weakness in the religious life of the 


Jewish community, or of strengthening loyalty to Judaism. We 


are told in this same article that the aim of the Jewish Religious 
Union is “to make ‘ Liberal’ Judaism the dominant form of Judaism 
in Anglo-Jewry,” and I have nothing to say about the extravagance of 
that wish. Those who believe in a cause are perfectly right to 
desire that cause to become not only dominant but predominant. 
But if that is really the purpose of the Jewish Religious Union 
(and apart altogether from the question—the very big question— 
as to how far such fruits as the “Liberal’’ Synagogue will 
fulfil the objects with which the Union was founded), I would 
in all friendliness counsel those responsible for it to endeavour 
to make, as they put it, the Jewish Religious Union a reality. 
Without applying the antithesis, surely, surely “ reality "—in other 
words, truth, facing fact, and looking to actualities—has not been a 
distinguishing feature, hitherto, of the work and the attainments 
of the Jewish Religious Union or the “ Liberal” Synagogue. And, 
speaking for myself, nothing has brought that fact more definitely 
to mind than the article on “Our Anniversary,” which appears 
in the official publication of the Union on the occasion of the 
twentieth anniversary of its foundation. 


The Protection of Girls and Women. 


REPORT OF THE ASSOCIATION’S ACTIVITIES. 

An abridged report for the year ended the 81st December, 1921, of 
the activities of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and 
Women has just been issued. It records, with satisfaction, the good and 
valuable preventive work done by the Society, both at home and abroad. 
Each home and each branch is supervised by a Special Committee of its 
own, the members of which are all voluntary. Their work is always 
arduous, and is often perplexing and distressing. Considerable expense 
has been incurred for alterations and sanitation at the Charcroft House 
and Hostel, but, thanks to a generous donation of £500 from Mrs. Max 
Mayer, in memory of her husband, those improvements were carried out. 
The Sara Pyke House, which has an average of twenty-three inmates, 
is unfortunately not in a good residential quarter, and the Association is 
anxious for itsremoval to another locality. At the close of the year there 
were fifty-four children on the register at the Montefiore House School. 
Among the events of the year was the completion of Mr. C. G. Montefiore’s 
valued gift of the school buildings and the land on which they are 
situated. The property had belonged for several generations to the 
Montefiore family. Great care is given to the physical, mental, moral, 
and religious welfare of the forty-nine inmates at the Highbury Home for 
Friendless Children. It shelters motherless babies and trains older girls 
in the care and welfare of infants and children. An excellent branch of 
the Association’s work is its Girls’ Olub, where classes are held in the 
English language, needlework, knitting, embroidery, and singing. 
Recreation is the principal feature and dances are often.held. The 
Association appeals to more of its members to interest themselves in the 
Club. The work of the visiting Committee continues most satisfactorily; 
no less than three hundred and fifty-two girls were regularly visited during 
the year under review. The Gentlemen's Committee reports an increase 
in its activities. It has an important sub-committee known as the Cases 
Committee, which meets at Mansell Street and supervises the work done at 
the Police Courts, etc. 1,082-cases were dealt with by this sub-committee 
during the year, of which no lessthan 552 were entirely new. These cases 
necessitated 4,000 interviews at the office and about 4,500 visits tu the 
homes. Thus the most difficult work of the Association is being per- 
formed by the Gentlemen's Committee. These inquiries often disclose 
conditions of utter poverty, suffering and misery, for the relief of which 
the Association has not sufficient funds at its disposal. In its Iuater- 
national work the Association reports a slight increase in the volume of 
emigration, and a corresponding increase in the number of its cases. 
The Committee reports that its branch at Buenos Aires continues to be 
most useful. The traffic in women now being carried on between 
European countries and Brazil is still engaging the attention of the 
Committee. Excellent reports have been received of the work done by 
the Committee in Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds and other provincial 
centres. Although the Association is run as economically as possible, the 
aggregate annual deficit amounts to between £3,000 and £4,000. The 
report concludes with an urgent appeal for increased support from the 


community if the Society is to carry on its valuable work. Ualess 
the Society can pay its way it will shortly be forced take steps to 
reduce its activities.

Jewish Religious Union. 
ANNIVERSARY OELEBRATION. 


As announced in last Friday's issue of the Jewish Chronicls, a thanks- 
giving service was held at the Synagogue, Hill Street, last Saturday 
afternoon, to ceiebrate the twentieth anniversary of the foundation of the 
Jewish Religious Uaion. There was a large attendance, which included 
mauy representatives of the different sections of the Union. The service 
was taken from the Jewish Religious Union Book, which was used in the 
original services in the eariy days of the Uaion. Mr. 0. G. Montefiore 
gave the address, in which he told of the foundation and development of 
the Uaion, and also of the part which Miss Montagu had played in its 
history. After the service, a specially bound and inscribed Bible was 
presented by Mr. Montefiore to Miss Montagu. The proceedings concluded 
with a reception and tea in the vestry. 


“ LIBERAL JUDAISM AND ITS RELATION TO LIFE,” 
ADDRE3S BY THE HON, LILY MONTAGU. 


The Hon. Lity Montagu lectured on Tuesday to the Loadon 
, University Jewish Studvats’ Union, ia the Mocatta Library, University 
College, on “Liberal Jadsism and its Reiationa to Life.” Mr. M. L. 
PERLZWEIG, B.A., presided. 


The lecturer, after referring to the contral difference between Liberal 
Judaism and the older conceptions, said that the idea of progressive 
revelation was generally considered un-Jewish. Possibly some of the 
difficulties had arisen because in the past Judaism had been regarded 
more or less a3 an abstraction, existing apart from everyday life, except 
for the direct religious observances which affected certain departments of 
human activity. The central idea—the Unity of God—by which all Jews 
were bound implied a great many ideas of immense inportance to the life 
with which we were familar to-day. People who divided their lives inte 
water-tight compartments, and said that religion hal nothing to do with 
certain activities, were not trus to the doctrines of Judaismwn, and it wag 
part of the jast' fication for the Jews’ separatism that they shou!d push 
these doctrines for the sake of the world. In working to amoliorats con- 
ditions around us, we were carrying on pasttraditions. Every generation 
must feel a certain separateness from the generation whica had gone 
before, and the consciousness of that fact involved a respoasibility. 


In thé course of the discussion which followed, Mr. 8. H. DAINow 
said that Orthodoxy looked on religion as an entity which needed 
preservation, but Miss Montagu looked upon human beings. He himself 
thought it regrettable that the Traditionalists of Auglo-Jewry were not 
doing anything to find what Mr. Zaogwill had called an anchorage for the 
idealism of so many of the younger members of the community. 

Messrs. Lehrmman and Bollon, Miss D. Herz and the Chairman also 
spoke, 


Miss MONTAGU, replying to the speakers, said, with regard to the 
question of a Jewish race; she thought we must all admit its existence, 
but she would be sorry if they were to say that poople who did not belong 
tc the race could not become good Jews or Jewesses,

CAKES AND BISCUITS. 


Chanucah Cake. 


Glacé cherries, 2 oz. 

Castor snaar, 4 Ib. Mixed peel, 3 oz. 

Sultanae, 4 lb Milk, 1 gill. 

Currants, 4 Ib. Four 

Butter, 4 Ib. Baking powder, 1 teaspoonful. 


BEAT the butter and sugar toa cream. Beat the eggs up very lightly, 
and gradually add them to the butter and sugar. Sieve the flour and 
baking powder. Clean the fruit, halve the cherries, and chop the peel. 
Mix the fruit with the flour, and add all lightly to the eggs, etc. Add the 
milk. Turn into a tin lined with greased paper, and bake in a moderate 
oven about two and a half hours. When cold, ice with royal icing. 


Fiour, 1 ib. 


Royal Tecing. 
Icing sugar, 1 Ib. One lemon. Whites of 2 eggs. 

Rub the sugar through a sieve; add the strained lemon juice and the 
white of an egg slightly whisked. Work all thoroughly with a wooden 
spoon. Beat till very white. Spread over the cake, dipping the knife 
occasionally in hot water to keep it smooth. Decorate with candied 
fruits and glacé cherries. 


Palestine Cake. 
Butter, 1 breakfast-cnpful Four eggs. 
Sugar, 2 breakfast-cunfuls | aking powder, 1 teaspoonful. 
Flour, 3 breakfast-cnpfuls. Grated rind of an orang». 


BeAT the butter and sugar to a cream. Whisk the eggs to stiff 
froth, and add these gradually to the butter. Sieve the flour and baking 
powder together, then add these lightly together with the orange peel. 
Turn into a tin lined with greased paper, and bake in a moderate oven 
fer about one and a quarter hours. 3 


Afternoon Tea Biscuits. 


Flour, * Ih One ecg 
Castor sucar, 2 o7 Jam ; 
Raking powder, a level tca poonful. Glacé icing.

FIPVE the baking powder and flour. Beat the margarine and sugar 
to a cream and add the egg. Then sprinkle in the flour gradually, and 
knead well until the mixture is quite smooth. Roll out thin on a floured 
board, and cutinto small rounds. Bake in a quick oven for about ten 
minutes. When cold, spread half the biscuits with apricot jam, and 
press the rcmaining biscuits on top. Ice with glacé icing. 

Glacé Icing. 
Icing sugar, 4 Ib. Juice of half a lemon. Water. 

Rub the sugar through a sieve, then pat it with the lemon juice into 
asaucepan. Mix well, and add a few drops of water until it is of the con- 
sistency of a thick paste. Stir over a gentle heat for a minute or twe, 
but do not let it get too hot.

Flour. 4 o7. Baking powder, balf-teaspoonful.

The Grant to Jews’ College. 


A meeting of the Council of the Jewish War Memorial will be held 
mext Wednesday evening at Jews’ College. 

The Executive Committee will present a report which deals with a 
variety of subjects. Chief among them, under the subject of “ Grants,” 
are the following references to Jews’ College: 

The Executive Committee have again had under consideration a grant 
to Jews’ College pending the completion of the amended Constitution of the 
College and its adoption by its Governors and subscribers. The Executive 
Oommittee learn the financial difficulties in which the College finds itself 

The Executive Committee are of opinion that it should be clearly laid down 
that the function of the Jewish War Memorial was not merely to 
make up the deficits of existing institutions, but rather to break new ground 
and thereby satisfy the needs of Jewish Religious Education in the 
Empire, the provisions for meeting which have hitherto been unsatis- 
factory or insufficient. The Executive Committee are of opinion 
that it will be necessary for the authorities of Jews’ College, as in the case of 
the Jewish Religious Education Board,and of other other existing institutions 
throughout the community, to continue in the fature as they have iu the past to 
raise from the community the 4unds necessary for maintaining the services 
hitherto rendered, and that the Jewish War Memorial funds should be utilised 
only for supplementing these services. But iu the caseof Jews’ College the plan 
for carrying these principles into effect, which has been suggested by the 
Council and accepted by the Council of Jews’ College, is taking some time to 
put into fina! effect, and in the meantime the Executive Committee 
recognise that, whilst it is difficult for Jews’ College to make an 
effective apres’ to the commanity, it is. essential for the uitimate 
success of the scheme which has been passed that the existing 
services of the College should be maintained. The Execative Committee 
accordingly recommend that a larger temporary grant should bs given to Jews’ 
College this year than last, in the confident belief that the reconstitution of the 
College wil! not be long delayed, and that when that is accomp!ished the Council 
of Jews’ College will be able to make its appeat to the public with the full 
support of this Council and the assurance of the permanent and regular contri- 
bution to its funds which have been included in the scheme. The Execative 
Committee Seay eager the Council to resolve: ‘‘That a grant of £1,500 ba made 
to Jews’ College for the year 1923.” 


The Executive Committee have also considered an application for an 
increased grant tothe Yeshiba Etz Chaim. They express themselves as 
satisfied that the Yeshiba is rendering very great services to the com- 
munity, they having been furnished with a list of some thirty-five past 
pupils who now occupy ministerial and teaching posts. The Committee 
ne “agg the Council to make a grant of £1,000 to the Yeshiba for the 
year 

With regard to Aria College, the Committee report that, it having been 
resolved that three stu lentships at that College be awarded as the result 
of an examination, two candidates, who have entered the Portsmouth 
Grammar School as students, will take up their residence at Aria College 
early in January next. The Committee accordingly recommend the 
Council to vote a sum of £170 for the two studentships for the year 1923. 

The Executive Committee, after having fully considered the 
widespread activities which the Central Committee for Jewish 
Education is undertaking, ask the Council to allocate £2,400 to 
the Central Committee for the year 1923. The Executive Committee

Srr,—“A Graduate,” whose letter appeared in your issue of December 
ist, has made a very practical suggestion, bat be does not produce any 
facts for his belief that the policy he advocates would attract university 
graduates to the Ministry. My own knowledge of graduates—which is 
limited to London—indaces m> to believe that the Ministry has no 
attraction for them, and I could name six graduates who had either 
completed or begun a course of studies at Jews’ College, though not as 
post-graduate students. It seems to me that the War Memorial ought to 
act upon “Graduate's” suggestion. The cost of thirty full maintenance 
scholarships—taking £200 per annum as the maintenance allowance for 
each scholar—would be £24,000 for the four years, and if &t the en: of 
that time thirty ministers were available, it would be worth the cost. The 
War Memorial wou'!d at the same time test whether, in reality, there ars 
thirty would-be candidates for the ministry amongst graduates.

The Order of B'nai B'rith. 


BANQUET OF THE LONDON LODGE 


SPEECH BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 


SIR ALFRED MOND, M.P., ON ZIONISM. 


The London Lodge of the Independent Order of B'nai B'rith 
celebrated its “ Barmitzvah ” on Sunday by a banquet at the Hyde Park 
Hotel. Dr. ISRAEL FELDMAN, President, was in the Chair. 


The Cuter RABBI, who proposed the toast of “The Order,” said that 
in the course of his official correspondence he sometimes received letters 
addressed in a peculiar manner, and all sorts of titles were comferred upon 
him. Recently he received one addressed, “His Holiness Dr, Hertz, 
King of the Church of England for the Jews.” (Laughter.) And another 
entitled him “ Universalrabbiner.” (Laughter.) It was doubtless<due to 


bis “universality” that he had been chosen to propose that toast. 
Perhaps, also, because he was probably the only one who had been 
present at the jubilee service of the Order in 1893. That was the 
first, and was still the foremost, of all the Jewish fraternal organisations 
in the world. It was founded twenty years before the Alliance Israélite 
and thirty years before the Anglo-Jewish Association. In 1543the Jewish 
population of America, which to-day numbered something like three-and- 
a-half millions, totalled only about 20,000. That was before the large 
emigration due to the disorders and upheavals of 1545, and before the 
Russian persecutions and pogroms. And twelve Jews, with Henry Jones, 
an English Jew, at their head, decided to start the Order. . So, although 
it was started in New York, the founder and projector of the idea and the 


inspiration of the Movement 
was an linglish Jew. From twelve members in 1843 the Order comprised 
100,000 members to-day. There were now some 500 lodges located 
throughout America, Germany, Austria, Czecho-Slovakia,; Denmark, 
Switzerland, Rumania, Bulgaria, Turkey, Palestine,and Egypt. They 
were now celebrating the Barmitzvah of the London Lodge. The 
Order had many achieyemepts to its credit. I¢ supported wonderful 
orphan asylums, homes for phe aged, schools, libraries, every form and 
variety of charitable and bmmanitarian effort, all on an American 
scale, and the millions they aad. deyoted to those efforts would astound 
us with our more modes#,an@,insular ideas. Bat the Order had played 
ap even more potable pari im:arousing the consciousness and sense of 
responsibility of the Jews of America and outside towards their perse- 
cuted and oppressed brethren. In 1870 the Order was instrumental in 
inducing the United States Government to create a Consular Office in 
Rumania, where its commercial interests were but slight, and to appoint 
to that office a Jew, Benjamin Peixotto, a man heart and soul for his 
persecuted brethren, who devoted six years of his life in Rumania 
and put tho case of the Rumanian Jew before the civilised world, and 
indirectly prevented things from getting worse. The Order succeeded 
in uniting all non-Rumanian Jewry in their duty to their persecuted 
brethren who were denied their rights of citizenship. Similar action 
was taken by Leo N. Levi after the Kishineff pogrom. Jews had short 
memories. A pogrom came, a subscription list was opened, and then we 


| Prepared for the Next Pogrom. 
The B'nai B'rith decided that the conscience of the civilised world must 
be roused, and even if little could be donein Russia civilised opinion must 
be united outside Russia as to the enormity of the crime, and that of 


Jewry as to its duty. A petition te the Tsar was transmitted by President 
Roosevelt, and although the Foreign Minister refused to receive it, it was 
circulated throughout the world and kept the world awake to the 
enormities that had been committed. It was due to the Orcer, too, that 
the United States abrogated their commercial treaty with Russia on the 
principle of humanity. America would not have a treaty with a country 
that discriminated among its citizens on religious grounds. Recently, 
passing through Canada, from Vancouver to Montreal, he found B'nai 
B'rith Lodges all doing very great work, especially anti-defamation 
work. He had been struck by the fact that throughout its existence the 
Order had been a mighty force to raise the self-respect of the Jew. Any 
student of Jewish history must look back with pride and satisfaction to 
the record of the work of the Order, whether in America or elsewhere. 
In its wake, Jewish life and institutions had been quickened into new 
vitality. It had been a blessing in all its work, and he asked them to 
drink to the future prosperity of that great Jewish Order that encircled 
the globe. (Cheers.) 

Dr. M. EpPsTEIN, who responded, said that the Order was a very great 
organisation with a hundred thousand members scattered over four 
continents, extending from America in the West to Jerusalem in the East 
and including the Lodge in London and that in Manchester. It was well 
to lay stress on the ideals of the Order, when narrow prejudice and 
wrong-headed patriotism had so much to be responsible for. The ideals 
of the Order were magnificent. It stood first of all for harmony. What 
did the world need more todiay than harmony?' They were proud as 
Jews to stand before the world.and prociaim that harmony had stil! its 
part to play, and the world ultimately mast:gef to harmony.« Secondly, 
they stood for brotherly love. Apd then it’ devoted itself to acts of 
kindness and charity on a large.acale. It made it its business to assist 
the oppressed, to stretch out a helping hand te shose that required it. 
He was proud to say that in doing its work of charity the Order made no 
distinction between Jews and-non-Jews. The Order was .at present 
doing magnificent work in taking care of the pogrom orphans who hailed 
from the Ukraine, and to whom it acted as father and mother. (Cheers.) 

Haham Dr. GAsTER, in proposing the toast of “ The Lodge,” said that 
in the United States the Order had been first in the field. It was decided, 
however, to establish a Lodge in this country, because it was the only 
institution which brought home to them the everlasting trath (and the 
secret of our strength)—the unity of the House of Israel. It was a bridge 
bebween West and East, and transcended the narrow nationalism which 
was doing so much harm at the present day. 

Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH, the first President, replied. He said that 
the Lodge had started with nine members;some of whom. he.was glad to 
ee present, but he was happy also to know that the Lodgebad gaimed so 
much young and vigorous life. He gaid that one of the chief functions 
o the Lodge vad set itself was that of the watch-dog of the community. 

e hoped that it would in the future also display some bull-dog 
characteristics, and set its teeth in some of the problems with which the 
community was beset. He referred particularly to the Jewish War 
Memorial which might have been and should have been a great spiritual 
revival, but which was sinking back into the grooves of “cliqueism” 
that was the bane of so many of our institutions.

Peretz Markish. 


A Distinguished Jewish Poet. 
(From a Correspondent.) 

Without being unduly optimistic there are signs indicating that 
Russian Jewry, broken as it is materially and socially, still posse 
an intellectual and spiritual reservoir capabie to teach aad igspire Jews 
in other countries. The most striking proof that the Jewish spirit hid, 
despite all, not been deadened, is, no doubt the creative activity of a 
circle of Jewish writers, who, amid the terrible happenings in so 
poisonous an atmosphere, continued to produce work that will rank as 
great literature. 

The outstanding personality of that group of young writers is Peretz 
Markish, who is now in London on a short visit. Tall, well-built, 
with an appearance not uniike that of Shelley, with sad eyes aud 
fine serious lips, Peretz Markish, though but twenty-nine years of age, 
has already to his credit eight volumes of poems and two volumes 0! 
prose, is one of the most taiked-of writers in Yiddish literature and 's 
regarded by many critics as one of the foremost Jewish poets.in cox 
temporary Jewish literature. His verse stands out as usiqueia substance 
as woll as in form. That it reflects the time and circumstances, \ts 
production goes without saying. The cruel life in Russia in the past fev 
yearsis distilled into living literature in every pige ia the one voila.» 
which it was our delight—in the aesthetic sense—to read and re-read. 

The parenthetic qualification is necessary, because the verse of Mr. 
Markish is not of a tranqail nature. It has not the elegance of sweetne=s 
and repose ; it bears the impress of the time and events. Every poem '# 
stamped with nervous intensity, concentrated and compact, perhaps tov 
compact, with tension. 

Having read only one volume of his poems it is impossible to do eve > 
the barest justice in this short notice to Peretz Markish. For his ‘vers’ 
is as varied as itis unique. Though frequently throwing old poetic forms 
into the melting-pot and adopting what one supposes to be the miethods 
of expressionism, he can be equally logical. . That she. Russian chaos 
sbould have thrown.up such a poetic force is sure proof.of the mexhauatib!

CLXIV.—" THOU SHALT NOT MURDER.” 
My DEAR COUSIN, 


The very simplicity of the two Hebrew words, which form the Sixth 
Commandment ("SN &?) may have the affect of not sufficiently stressing 
their vital importance in Jewish teaching. These two words differentiate 
civilisation from barbarism ; they are the basis for the view that Right is 
superior to Might. Their root lies in the precept, “ Love thy fellow men 
as thyself... They show that in the Jewish conception life is holy, and 
that to destroy life is a heinous offence. During the persecutions in the 
reign of the Eurperor Hadrian, the supreme Jewish Synod which met at 
Lydda decided that in cases of stress, where a man has no choice, he may 
be guilty of all transgressions save only three, and these three are idol- 
worship, unchastity, and murder. 

Murder was condemned because the murderer destroyed the noblest 
of God's creations. it is laid down as a general principle in Jewish 
practice that in order to save life the whole of the Torah might be 
abrogated, since he who saves a single life is as though he had created 
a whole world, (an idea adopted by Mohammed, and found in the Koran). 
How different is thisconception from that held by both Plato and Aristotle ! 
They, too, valued buman life, but their conception was limited to the life 
of Greeks. The Barbarian's life might well be taken. But in the Jewish 
view there is no distinction in this matter between class, race, or colour. 
Even thé murderer's life was not accounted light, and he could not be 
condemned save on the evidence of two eye-witnesses. In any event, 
even when the death penalty was decided upon, it was (in the Rabbinic 
period) hardly ever carried out. 

The Jewish conception is not only that life is holy, but that a man’s 
honour likewise is sacred. There is a legend in the Midrash which relates 
that when Abraham saw the three angels approaching his tent, he was at 
firat doubtfel whether they were worthy of lis hospitality. But when he 
observed that they honoured each other, bis mind was set at ease imme- 
diately. So scrupulous were the ancient teachers of Israel in this matter 
that they suggested as an example that in the presence of a proselyte it 
is not meet to speak lightly of his former religion or his former 
coreligionists. With some humour one passage states thatin the presence 
of a man a member of whore family has been hanged, donot say to your 
servant, “Go hang up that fish.” The Rabbis go further and say that 
slander is worse than murder, and those who vilify others are compared 
to serpents. In the Jewish view, a man’s honour and a man's life are his 
two most precious possessions. ; 

The present seems an opportune time for calling attention once more 
to this simple yet vital doctrine. Never within the memory of living men 
and women has human life been so cheap as it is in the world to-day. 
There fs no need to specify particular cases; they will come readily to 
the minds of all those who read the news of the day with discretion. We 
Jews know from bitter experience that murders have been on the increase 
in the South of Russia. The number of murders in Germany and in 
Hungary is positively horrifying. Ireland has a very black record 
indeed. The experience in this country is one which must sadden the 
hearts of all true patriots. Even in the United States the prospect is very 
disquieting. Only the other day a public man in America declared that 
the enormous number of murders during the year 1921 is “ but an adequate 

reflection of the homicidal mania which is the greatest blot on the civili- 
sation of the country.” 

It is not difficult to account for this evil, one of the greatest on the 
face of the earth to-day. It may be traced in the first instance to war 
and its legacy of savagery. It seems one of the curses of war that not 
only is human life cheap during its continuance, but human life remains 
cheap for long after. War degrades human nature which seems to grovel 
on the level of the beast. There is no doubt that the soundness of any 
civilisation may be measured effectively by this one standard. If within 
it humana life is precious, then it may claim to be high; if, on the other 
hand, human life is accounted cheap, then it must be described as low. 
Thinking people are agreed about the quality of our own present civilisa- 
tion, and it is indeed pleasing that there is beginning to bea call for the 
setting up of higher and purer ideals. The churches in this country have 
united in an appeal, signed. by the two Archbishops and the leaders of 
the Free Church movement, that at this time of year Christians shall give 
more than lip service to peace and goodwill. The appeal suggests that at 
all religious services of the day before Christmas of this year, worshippers 
shall determine to pray with their whole soul and request the help of 
God against the things which make for war. Indeed, the document 
suggests a form <f prayer in which manifestly all men and women, 
without distinction of creed, might well join: 

“Knowing the terrible evils and sufferings which are brought into 
the world by war I hold it as my bounden duty to fight strenuously 
against the things which make for strife, whether in the World of 
Nations or in the State or in the Home. And I hereby resolve by the 
help of God to work with all my strength for the establishment of 
peace among men.” 

Some such policy is called for if we are to counteract the rule of force 
which seems to be gaining the upper hand in all directions, and of which 
the Fascisti in Italy are perhaps an outstanding example. Since nothing 
succeeds like success, their activities have in some quarters come to be 
regarded with admiration. It has even been said that Jews in this 
country should form a sort of Fascisti group for the purpose of 
administering the thrashings they deserve to those “Grand old English 
gentlemen,” the Anti-Semites. If some of our young men were to deal 
adequately with one or two of those who appear to spend their days in 
Vilifying the Jews by scattering broadcast lying accusations against them, 
it is suggested that the Anti-Semitic hobby would lose in popularity. In 
his connection, the story Mr. Zangwill tells in his Proem te the “Children 


of the Ghetto ” is adduced as evidence,—the story of the old clo’ man who 
suffered annoyance in the barracks from a particular gentleman there, 
and who in order to protect himself brought along his pugilist son-in-law, 
who soon won for the old man the respect which force alone is able to 
inspire in the souls of many folk. Peopie who advocate this policy even 
quote the example of the Maccabees. Did they take the onslaught made 
upon them lying down? Did they not rise up and smite those who 
insulted their faith? If our traducers, so it is urgued, only understand 
force, by force let us overcome them. The thieves and rogues in 
Alessandria had the fear of God put into their hearts by the threat of the 
Fascisti that unless they ceased from their nefarious practices, they 
would be beaten to within an inch of their lives, and that inch might be a 
doubtful quantity. It is notorious that anti-Semites are a cowardly lot, 
and if one of them received a just thrashing, the others might be deterred. 
Moreover, so the argument is continued, no magistrate would condemn 
anyone who attacked the anti-Semites for vilifying a whole body © 
citizens and stirring up strife in the Commonwealth. | 
There may be something attractive in this suggestion, but Jewish it 
is not. Indeed, it is anti-Jewish. The case of the Maccabees differed 
in time andin circumstance from that which Jews have to put up with 
at the hands of anti-Semites. “Not by power and not by might, but 
by My Spirit.” That is the true Jewish view. It may also be claimed as 
a Christian view, but as Viscount Bryce has said, “ Christianity never has 
been put in practice.” That Jews have tried this principle in practice 


their whole history bears testimony. They have borne obloquy and 


suffering with the proverbial patience of the lamb led to the slaughter. If 
there has been a “Suffering Servant” in history, surely that suffering 
Servant was the Jewish people. They have believed, as they believe 
still, that a nation can only be established by righteousness, and that the 
principle of the Commonwealth is love. Politics and Religion are but 
two aspects of life and are by no means unrelated. The Common- 
wealth only becomes worthy if its citizens are inspired by a sense 
of duty to each other which arises from the fact that they 
love each other. In the Jewish view, Might can never be Right; 
and if i¢ must be that Jews are the persecuted (rather than ‘the 
persecutors—a principle which Christians profess to admire), why then, 
they must bear. their lot in patience, certain of the ultimate triumph of 
the faith thatis in them. For Jews stand for the highest civilisation as 
against barbarism ; they uphold the banner of Right over against the 
belfevers in Might; they have not merely preached but practised in their 
lives what has recently been called “ Christian courtesy,” a term applied 
to Kindliness ; they profess the message of the Prophet Zechariah which 
will be read in to-morrow’s Haphtorah; and they have as a constant 
reminder to themselves and to the world, the two words of the 5ixth 


Commandment : “ Thou shalt not Murder.”

VIEWS OF TWO 
INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE

LITTLE dispute between the Paramount Chief of 
Swaziland and the Imperial authorities has brought to 
A England two distinguished representatives of South 
African Jewry in the personsof Dr. Manfred Nathan, K.C.,and 
Mr. Bernard Alexander, J.P., who have been retained to represent 
this dusky ruler’s legal interests in the negotiations that are about 
to be conducted, Mr. Alexander, who 
is a solicitor by profession, is President 
of the Jewish Board of Deputies for 
South Africa. Before the United 
Board was formed in 1911 he was the 
last President of the Board for the 
Transvaal. He has occupied his 
present position since 1914, In the 
course of an interview with a 
representative of the Jewish Chronicle, 
Mr. Alexander has given an interesting 
account of the present position of 
South African Jewry, which was 
supplemented by Dr. Manfred Nathan, 

K.C., ex-Chairman of the Board. 
IMMIGRATION. 
“The Board over which I have the 
honour to preside” said Mr. Alexander, 
“concerns itself with everything affecting 
the Jews of South Africa, and we are in 
constant touch with the Government. I may say that our 
Government (especially General Smuts), is very well disposed to us, 
and though this good-will, we like to think, is independent of the fact, 
it should be stated that in a number of constituencies Jews hold the 
balance of voting power and can lay down terms. The Minister of the 
‘Interior, who deals with questions of immigration, represents a con- 
stituency which is very largely Jewish. The burning question to day in 
South Africa, so far as the Jews are concerned, is that of immigration. 
According to our immigration laws, immigrants can be kept out on 
economic grounds, and it is this provision which operates against Jewish 
immigration most harshly. The machinery of the Act isas follows. The 
first factor is the immigration officer who admits or rejects. There is an 
appeal to Immigration Boards, presided over by magistrates, and from them 
an appeal lies to the Minister, whose decision is final. Immigrants must 
be able to read and write a European language (which includes Yiddisb), 
and must be free from disease. They must satisfy the immigration 
authorities that they will not be a public charge, but lately the economic 
condition allows of the rejection of any immigrant if there is a certain 
standard of unemployment in the trade which he follows. I do not think 
that any Jews should be refused admission under this clause. No Jew in 
South Africa isa burden on the community. We look after our own poor, 
No Jew takes the bread out of the mouth of any native-born in South 
Africa. They do not come into competition. But I go further, and say 
that no Jew fleeing from places where pogroms have occurred should be 
refused admission. They are entitled to have a refuge, and it is a matter 
of experience that our refugees are able by their energy and initiative to 
help to promote the progress and development of our young country, 
which is so badly in need of a greater population. Many of the Jews have 
taken to agriculture and have proved themselves excellent and successful 
farmers. In no case have Jews proved to be a drain on public charity. 
Out of the tens of thousands of Jews relieved in the past from the 
public funds there have been very few if any Jews. We have our own 
charities and societies and are fully capable of looking after our own poor. 
GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE. 

“The question,” Mr. Alexander said, ‘ will be fought out in Parlia- 
ment, and I think we shall succeed. The Prime Minister I know is 
Sympathetic. The root of the evil is, of course, the bad treatment that 
the Jews suffer in the Ukraine and elsewhere. If they stop killing Jews 
the immigration question will settle itself because Jews from choice do 
not wish to leave their own country. At a recent meeting of the Board a 
letter was read from General Smuts in which he said that while the 
Union Government could not fall in with the proposal made by the 
League of Nations Sub-Committee, that the Government should deviate 
from the existing practice in regard to immigration, it would throw its 
whole weight into a recommendation by the League that steps should be 


_ taken to prevent the anti-Jewish excesses in Poland, Hungary, etc., as 


the Union Government felt that if this source of anxiety were removed, 
this flow of immigrants, which it was impossible to absorb, would 
be very considerably diminished, and to this end the Government would 
be pleased to give its assistance.” 

NATURALISATION, 

What is the position in regard to naturalisation ? 

‘Our laws are fairly moderate and easy. Only two years’ continuous 
residence are required. The applicant must produce a certificate of good 
character signed by a magistrate, and be able to read and write a 
European language (which includes Yiddish). The fee is £5. The 
decision is in the hands of the Minister of the Interior and he is as a rule 
Sympathetically disposed to our people who wish to avail themselves of

Jacob.— II. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “‘ Jewish Chronicle," 


“ And Esau despised his birthright.”"—Genesis wav. 34. 


In order to understand aright the character of Jacob, and the fact 
that he was chosen to be the father of the Jewish race and the trans 
mitter of a great mission in preference to his brother Esau, we need to 
study also the character of Esau and to contrast the two brothers. “Was 
not Esau Jacob's brother, saith the Lord; yet I love Jacob and I hated 
Esau” (Malachii. 2,3). Esau had no sympathy with the ideal that had 
upheld his father and his grandfather—the ideal of a great future for the 
Hebrew race. Another race and another type of character abode in Esau 
the hunter; and as sharp as was in history the division between Edom 
and Israel, so sharp was the contrast betweon Esau and Jacob. Oil and 
water would sooner mingle than Jacob and Esau, who, we are told, 
struggled with one another even in their mother’s womb. Abt first sight 
Esau's seems the most lovable character, with its openness, courage, 
and hunter-dash. But it was an inconstant character, while that of 
Jacob was constant. Jacob possessed firmness of will, by which in the 
end he could win any good quality that Esau may have possessed, 
whereas Esau, having no strength of will, might lose everything that he 
possessed. It wasthe quality of persistence that Jacob transmitted to his 
descendants, and which has made the Jewish race the most persistent 
in all history, It was in this constancy of purpose that there lay the 
greatness of Jacob’s character. He never let go a purpose. He was 
determined to secure the birthright to which he felt himself more entitled 
than Esau, who despised it: but he would never have won it but for the 
inconstant impulsiveness of Esau. His will conquered the physics! natare 
of which Esau was the slave. For fourteen years he served with 
indomitable patience for Rachel; and when he won her he never let go 
his love. 

It was exactly this quality that Esau lacked, and that made all his 
other fine qualities worthless for any great work. He would bea pleasant 
companion, a charming friend, a man whom one could love ; but he could 
keep nothing, not even his friendships. He had no purpose, no will, he 
would never stamp his seal, like Jacob, on a great nation. Where is 
Edom to-day? It has gone, like a rivulet lost in the sand. But the river 
of Israel flows through all the nations of the earth, divided, but havinga 
unity in its division. It never forgets its source in the overpowering force 
of Jacob's character. This weakness of Esau was known in the tent of 
Isaac and Rebekah. What else could have made Jacob think that he 
could succeed in his proposal that Esau should sell his birthright for a 
mess of pottage? Even Isaac, when he found out his mistake and knew 
that he had blest his youngest son, yielded to fate, and felt that Jacob 
was the fittest to bear the fortunes of his family. Moreover,'nothing can 
equal the suppressed contempt in Rebekah’s speech about her eldest son, 
when she sends Jacob away. That is why God is represented by Malachi 
as loving Jacob and hating Esau. It is not the surface qualities to which 
God looks, but the root of the character and the sap which fills the root. 
It is these which tell afterwards, these which mould the life. The root in 
Jacob was constancy, and the sap which filled it a firm will. And 
God knew this, and since He can wait to turnsour into mellow fruit, He 
chose Jacob to do His work. 

It is a strange contrast when we turn to the Esau type of character. 
That character has its charm. A certain frankness, daring, openness, 
demands our sympathy and getsit. But we soon get to the bottom of 
such a character. We discover, after a time, that it has no depth, no 
reserve force. The character is frank, daring, open, because it has nothing 
hidden, and having discovered that, however much we are pleased with 
the character our interest in it soon dies. Persons possessing such a 
character are essentially impulsive, and we are often deceived by the 
freshness and eagerness of their enthusiasm to entrust them with work 
which requires steadiness of thought or act, or to make them partakers of 
a friendship which will require constancy. Then we find, with wonderful 
regret, how shallow they are, how slight, how little real power there is 
in them. The first chill cools them, the first difficulty they laughingly 
avoid. And should it chance thatthey meet anyone of those temptations 
which lead impulsive men wrong, they do not pause to 
ask whither it leads, but rush away into it and, having no anchor, 
go wrong for ever. As in Esau’s case, the impulse of the appetites or 
sensestakes power over them. They are hungry, or thirsty, or tired, or 
in a special mood—and in a moment, just to relieve the passing irrita- 
tion or to satisfy the transient fancy, they give up the jewel of their life, 
whatever it may be—what good shall my birthright do unto me? Too 
late they find out its good, but when they have discovered it they cannot 
get it back, and they could not useitif they did, Esau had made hisown 
misfortune, and when it came upon him he broke out into the exceeding 
bitter cry, “ Hastthough notablessingfor me? Bless me, even me, omy 
father.” But what right had Esau to blessings he had thrown away for 
@ mere mess of pottage? He naturally breaks out into anger against 
Jacob, whose life he threatens when his father’s death should come. But 
even this did not endure; he had notthe power of will toretain it. When 
he met Jacob some years after, he had already forgotten it, He meots 
Jacob as if nothing had happened. But Jacob was not the kind of man 
He felt that if he had been wronged he could not 
have forgotten. He is certain that Esau has come to take vengeance. 
Mark, as a further illustration of the persistent force of Jacob and 
inconstancy of Esau, that when Jacob offers him his gift Esau’s quick 
generosity refuses it, but Jacob will take no refusal, and the light-changing 
character gives way. It is the constancy of Jacob that survives in Israel, 
and has caused Israel to eurvive the oppressions heaped upon him by Edom:

Judith and the Feast of Chanucah.

The Jewish heroine, whose deeds of daring and devotion as recorded 
fn the Apocryphal book bearing her name are unsurpassed in history or 
fiction, has fired the imagination of artists of all times and all kinds, On 
bronze Judith has been immortalised by Donatello, the greatest of the 
early Tuscan sculptors; in fresco by Botticelli, the famous painter of the 
fifteenth century, whose two works, representing the life of Moses and 
the destruction of Korah and his companions, have won the admiration 
of the ages. Judith, too, captivated the Muse, and such poets as Hans 
Bachs, Opitz, and Hebbel sang of her wonderous exploits. That she has 
lost none of her fascination to this day is evidenced by the fact that 
Henri Bernstein, the popular French playwright, has just produced at 
the Gymnase Theatre in Paris a three-act drama, depicting in main the 
events recorded in the Apocrypha. At times Bernstein breaks away 
violently from the original and gives free play to the imagination, as 
when, “a the second act, he represents Holofernes imploring the beautifal 
Jewess to assassinate hini, when he finds that his porsistent amorous 
importunities are met with a stern and resolute refusal. 


The story, as related in the Apocrypha, is briefly told. Nebuchadnezzar, 
King of the Assyrians, who reigned in Nineveh, resolves in the twelfth 
year of his reign to make war on Arphaxad, King of the Medes, whose 
capital was Ecbatana. He orders all nations of the West to come to his 
ald, and vows implacable vengeance on those who refuse to come. 
Arphaxad is defeated, and Nebuchadnezzar proceeds to carry out bis 
threat, appointing Holofernes as his general over an army of 132,000 
men. Land after land is devastated and king after king is brought to 
subjection. The conquering general is ruthlessly making ‘)'* way to 
Judea, and the Jews are overwhelmed with apprehension .°¢ alarm. 
The High Priest Joakim with the Synhedrin meet to dev: . plan of 
campaign. It is decided to fortify certain mountain towns in asc North 
through which the enemy would be bound to pass ere they could reach 
Jerusalem. Bethulia is the most important of these towns. Achior, an 
Ammonite general, urges Holofernes to exercise caution. The God of 
Heaven and earth, he says, fights for His people and protects them unless 
through sin they haveincurred Hiswrath. Forthis Achioris thrown down 
and left at the foot of the hill near Bethulia, and is rescued by the Jews. 
Bethulia is at length besieged and the inhabitants pray to God with 
fervour. The famine is becoming acute and the elders of the city, 

lelding to the cries of agony and despair, promise to capitulate after five 
ys if no help be forthcoming. 

Judith, a widow of surpassing beauty and rare piety, hears of this 
weakness on the part of the elders, comes forward and declares that 
she has been divinely appointed to deliver her people. Ere the five days 
will have passed, she announces, the siege will be raised and the 
Assyrians put to flight. She encourages her hearers and appeals 
to history for proof that God has often frustrated the counsels of Israel's 
foes. She then falls on her face and prays for divine aid in her under- 
taking. Her course is quite simple. Gaily attired, she makes her way 
to the camp of Holofernes, accompanied by her maid who carries a bag 
filled with food of which alone she would partake. The Assyrian general 
ad aon succumbs to her radiant beauty. She tells him that there is 

th in Achior’s warning, that as long as her poople are sinless no evil 
can befall them. But they are not free from sin now, and therefore 
God would not protect them if attacked. She, herself, would conduct 
Holofernes to Boethulia and afterwards to Jerusalem. 

The heathen is filled with delight at the prospect held out to him. 
He orders a feast and invites Judith to join him. She refuses, sayin 

at she has brought her own food and her own wine, and seeks an 

obtains permission to go out of the camp for prayer. This is done on 
three consecutive days. Oa the fourth day Holofernes determines to be 
alone with her ata carousal. She complies with his wish. He drinks 
deeply, and overcome by wine is soon fast asleep. Then, offering a devout 
prayer for strength at the supreme moment, she cuts off his head with his 
own scimitar, fliogs it into the bag carried by her maid, hastens back to 
Bethulia and tells her people of her achievement. They unite 
in praise to God. The next day they turn upon their enemies, 
who finding their leader dead flee in disorder and dismay. 

The narrativeis, of course, replete with bistoricalinaccuracies, and “the 
geography of the conquests of Holofernes is as fanciful as the history.” 
Nebuchaduezzar never reigned in Nineveh, nor did he ever make war on 
Media, nor capture Ecbitana. And when the author speaks of the Jews 
as having, in the twelfth year of Nebuchadnezzar’s reign, “newly 
returned from captivity ” (1V.") he is anachronistic, for the return from 
Babylon did not take place in Nebuchadnezzar’s life time. The King died 
in 562, and the Jews returned to Palestine in 536 B.c.B. The fact is that 
the book of Judith was never meant to be a historical work. It is purely 
a story with a moral, and the moral of it is that steadfastness to the 
Torah is the unfailing source of Israel's strength. Danger may be nigh, 
calamity may seem inevitable, bat prayer and strict observance of God's 
laws will secure deliverance even at the eleventh hour, and oft in a 
most miraculous way. 

That the author had a particular time and event in mind when he 
wrote the book there can be little doubt, but the precise period to 
which he refers has never been definitely determined. With whom is 
Nebuchadnezzar of the story to be identified? With whom Holofernes? 
and who was the bewitching Jewess who turned the tide of events in favour 
of her people? Quot homines tot sententie. As many writers on the 
subject almost so many opinions. Assurbanipul, Xerxes I., Artaxerxes, 
Ochus, and many others, have been suggested as originals of some of the 
characters in the book. There are those who maintain that the period 
which the author had in mind was the middie of the first century before 
the Common Era. Nebuchadnezzar would then stand for Pompey and 
Holofernes for his General Scaurus, whom he sent into Syria in 65 B.O.B, 
Moreover, Arphaxad would fit in with Mithridates, whom Pompey 
slew before he came to Palestine, just as Arphaxad was slain by 
Nebuchadnezzar. But the tenour of the story seems to suggest 
that it was written at a time when the Jews were settling down 
to a period of rest after strenuous struggles with the enemy, when the 
nation was beginning to enjoy peacc and security as a result not only of 
dauntiess couragein the field of battle, but also of religious zeal and spiritual 
activity. In the days of Pompey this was far from being the case with 
the Jews of Palestine. On the contrary, internal conflicts brought the 
nation well nigh to the brink of destruction, for Jews were divided into 
two hostile camps. Aristobulus was at war with his brother Hyrcanus, 
and the stranger had to be called in to settle differences. The theory 
of Volkmar. that the book is a reflection of the campaign of Trajan in 
118 0.8,, must be dismissed as untenable, if for no other reason than that 


“Jomnaan,” é.¢., Jamnia or Javneh, cited in the book (III.6.) as one af 
the cities captured by Holofernes was then solely inhabited by heathens, 
whereas long before the time of Trajan it was practically a Jewish city. 
Already in the days of Caligula, who died in 41 0.8., Jews were the 
dominant element of the city and when the heathens erected an altar toe 
the Emperor it was immediately destroyed by the Jews. 


With but few exceptions, scholars are agreed that the book refers 
to a period anterior to the destruction of the Second Temple, buat 
precisely how long before is more or less conjectural. And yet tradition 
has always associated the book of Jadith with the Festival of 
Chanucah. Nor is it difficult to connect the two. Ino the year 161 
B.C.E. one of the most glorious victories ever gained iu Jewish history 
was won by Judas Maccabeus over the Syrians. Nicanor, with an army 
of nine thousand men, came thundering down upon Judea. Judas 
intercepted his forces in the district of Beth Horon, North-West of 
Jerusalem, perhaps the Bethulia of the story. A desperate struggle 
ensued, in which the enemy was hopelessly routed. To commemorate 
this victory Judas appointed ite anniversary—the 13th of Adar—as a 
Feast day and called it Nicanor Day. The Talmud (Taanith 18. b) thus 
describes the incident: “Nicanor, one of the Groek (Syrian) Governors, 
used to lift up his hand every day against Judah and Jerusalem 
and exclaim: “ When will they fall into my hands that | may 
trample them under foot?’ But when the Hasmonean Dynasty 
prevailed over the Greeks they cut off his thumbs and great toos, and 
guspending them over the gates of Jerusalem, said: “Let vengeaaco 
be taken of the mouth that talked proudly and of the hands that were 
lifted up over Jerusalem.” Thus one would be fairly safe in asserting 
that the Book of Judith is a story based on the exploits of Judas 
Maccabeus culminating in his success over Nicanor, and may be regarded 
QS5 & panegyric of the conduct and the religious spirit of the immorttal 
hers. Nebuchadnezzar, then, would represent Antiochus Epiphanes, 
and Holofernes, Nicanor. It was probably written in the halcyon days 
between 157 and 153 B.c.B. For what is more natural than to suppose 
that at a period of national calm and peace following one of terrific 
upheaval, a writer should compose a novel with the stirring events just 
past as its background? The vague allusions in the Talmud (Sabbath 
23a) and the Shulchan Aruch (Orach Chayim, Hilchoth Chanucah, 675") to 
the conduct of the Syrian general towards the daughters of Israel, 
seem to indicate that the deed attributed to Judith was that of a virtuous 
and patriotic Jewess during one of the Maccabean wars. Hence the 
custom of Jewish women abstaining from work while the Chanucah 
Hghts are burning. Hence, too, the custom of eating cheese 
cakes on the Festival, for according to the Hebrew version of the 
book, Judith first gave cheese to Holofernes that he might become 
thirsty and so drink more heavily, just as Jael gave milk to Sisera that 
he might sleep more soundly. But above all there is a connection 
between Chanucah and the book of Judith in the similarity of the 
character of the hero of the one, and the heroine of the other. Like 
Judith, Judas prays to God at every turn. He sings a song of thanks- 
giving tu the Lord of Heaven after every victory (1 Macc. 4 24). Both 
teach the same eternal truth, Not by might, nor by power, but by my 
spirit, saith the Lord.”

the rights of citizenship. Recently the fees were raised from a few 
shillings to £11, but on representations made to the Prime Minister 
and the Minister of the Interior they were reduced to £5. The 
Imperial naturalisation law is not yet in force, but I believe it will 
come into effect as soon as it is ratified by the various Dominions. 

JEWS IN PUBLIC LIFE, 


“The Jews of South Africa take their full share in public life. There 


are five Jewish members of the Union Parliament and several Jews on 


the Provincial Councils. The Deputy Mayor of Johannesburg is a Jew 
(Mr. M. J. Harris). I myself was on the Council, and for one year 
occupied the position of Chairman of the Finance Committee. Jews are 
members of town councils throughout South Africa. We have had 
several mayors, and I can say generally that Jews are taking an active 
and intelligent interest in public affairs. It is, however, a matter of some 
comment that Jews are not very largely represented in the higher 
branches of the Civil Service. 
ANTI-SEMITISM, 


“On the whole anti-Semitiem is not rife in South Africa, although 
during the recent riots in Johannesburg there was a rather pronounced 
anti-Jewish outburst. It was perhaps due to the tendency to identify 
Bolshevists with Jews. The position became so intolerable that we 
interviewed the Minister of Defence, and later on the Minister made a 
statement in Parliament in which he said in no unmeasured terms that 
he was satisfied that the Jews as Jews had nothing whatever to do with 
the revolution, and it was afterwards proved that only two Jews were 
arrested and charged with high treason. One was immediately discharged 
without being brought to trial, and the other one was discharged after 
trial. So that we can say that not a single Jew was implicated. One 
amusing incident occurred. A Jew was charged with being in possession 
of loot, it being reported that he had an excessive quantity of crockery. 
It turned out that he had a set of Passover utensils! It is very rare for 
a Jew to be charged with any serious offence. I have a fairly extensive 
practice, but have never been called upon to defend a Jew for any serious 
crime.” 

CHARITABLE WORK. 


“In works of charity,” Mr. Alexander went on to say, “South African 
Jewry holds a very fine record. Particularly is this so in regard to help 
for war and pogrom victims. The relief funds for the various States were 
amalgamated last August into a United South African Restoration and 
Orphan Fand. Our fund in the Transvaal was begun in 1915, and I 
became its President, and have been President ever since. We collected 
over £250,000, and I think the whole of South African Jewry has collected 
not far short of £500,000. Besides making liberal contributions to the 
various European Jewish relief organisations, we have brought ont to 
South Africa 200 p-grom orphans, 100 of whom are maintained in 
Johannesburg and 100 in Cape Town. In Johannesburg about 35 of the 
older childer were given out in adoption, and the results were very 
successful. We have now acquired by purchase Sir Lionel Phillips’ 
house for the South African Jewish Orphanage. It stanas in twenty-six 
acres of ground and has a magnificent view of the Magaielsberg Moun- 
tains and the Sachsenwald. A recent fate in support of the fund realised 
£10,500 in two and a-half days. Our monthly collections amount to £5,000. 
This fund has also undertaken to transplant to Palestine 250 orphans, to 
be called the South African Orphans. Our children are a very lovable 
lot and are making wonderful progress in the local schools. Indeed, the 
Sunday before my departure they entertained me, and children recited in 
English and Dutch who had only been at school for nine months. Onze of 
the elder girls is being apprenticed as a hospital nurse, and, in general, 
the children have the making of very useful citizens. General Smuts 
recently laid the foundation-stone of the Jewish Guild and Club in the 
centre of Johannesberg, which is to cost £30,000. We havea Jewish Aged 
Home, the premises of which we acquired from Sir George Albu, and one 
of our Jewish magnates, Mr. J. W. Schlesinger, has just added a wing to 
the Home. 

RELIGIOUS ACTIVITIES. 


“ Johannesburg has two leading synagogues which are now ama! ga- 
mated, and a third is being built in the subarb of Yeoville. This 
congregation is seeking a minister. There is a united Beth Din consisting 
of Rabbi Landau, Rabbi Freedman, and the Rev. Mr. Lipschitz, the head 
of the Jeppestown Congregation.

Jewish Deputies in the Sejm. 
[From our Correspondent.) WARSAW. 


The Presidential crisis bas been solved by the election of Mr, 
Narutowicz to the post of President of the Polish State. The new 
President was Minister for Foreign Affairs, and is considered a very 
skiifal diplomat. He is a compromise candidate, and defeated by 289 
votes to 227 the nominee of the Right, Count Zamoyski, Polish Minister 
in Paris, who is a strong anti-Bemite, Mr. Narutowicz only obtained an 
absolute majority at the fifth ballot. . 

When the news of Mr. Narutowicz’s success became known, the 
Reewoj bands who were about the streets were roused to fury. 
Forming up in procession, they marched and shouted, “Down with 
Narutowiez.” Jews who passed by were assaulted, and the editorial 
offices of the Liberal newspapers were attacked. The police were 
compelled to intervene, and eventually were able to disperse the 
demonstrators. 

The hostility aroused among the anti-Semites by the victory of Mr. 
Narutowicz in the presidential elec'ion has had disastrous results. The 
extremists in thé party orgauived a demonstration agaist the new 
President, which was carried out when he arrived at the Parliament 
House to take the Oith. He was assatied by erie of, “Down with the 
Jewish President,” though he isa Ohbristian. A number of Senators and 
Deputies, Jews and non-Jews, were vented from entering the building. 
and some of them, incloding Rabbi Kowatsky, who is a Senator, and 
Deputy Deitsher, were injured.

Increased Anti-Semitism. 


[From our Correspondent. | BERLIN, 


Even the most optimistic Jewish circles in Germany ae DoW 
beginning to realise the fact that the different anti-Semitic organisan. ons 
all over the country have succeeded in joining hands and are working 
close collaboration. Inthe Bavarian and Prussian Parliaments, in the 
Universities and City Councils, in the Press and in the pulpit, everywhere 
the campaign has reopened with renewed intensity, as if at a given 
signal. Very significant is the success of the National Socialists of 
Munich. Recently they called five public meetings in the largest halis of 
the city; all were packed, and an overflow meeting had to be held in a 
sixth hall. The function had been preceded by a vast amount of 
propaganda, all, of course, directed against the Jews. The result was 
that a meeting was held, the like of which has not been seen in Germany 
since the revolution. The subject discussed was the ruin of Germany, 
which was attributed to the revolution, the politicians, usury, the Stock 
Exchange, and the Jews. Oaly one remedy was proposed—“Away with 
the Jews!” Adolf Hittler, “the Bavarian Mussolini,” hurried from 
hall to hall, accompanied by his bodyguard, and every where was received 
with tremendous enthusiasm. There can be no doubt that a new and 
powerful anti-Semitic party exists in Bavaria. A new election would 
probably give this party a large majority, and in case of trouble it would 
be a force to be reckoned witb. 

The day following these meetings, the party began action in the 
Bavarian Parliament itself. A markedly anti-Semitic speech was 
delivered, concluding with a peroration advocating the restoration of the 
monarchy. Naturally, democratic speakers were not wanting to answer 
this attack, and Mr. Luik bluntly pointed out that Hittler’s party desired 
not to assist Germany, but merely to make use of reactionary tendencies 
for anti-Semitic purposes. Thereupon Hittler’s representative replicd— 
—and without contradiction—that the National-Socialist movement was 
patronised even by influential members of the Government and would 

‘surely lead to that civil war we need for our resurrection.” 

Meanwhile the Press is conducting a campaign against individual 
Jewish members of the Government,as for instance against the well- 
known Dr. Goslar and Dr. Badt. Both are Zionists, and have publicly 
supported the Zionist Movement. The anti-Semtftic press demands to 
know what guarantees there are that these men will not use their powers 
“in favour of a strange race.” 

In the Rhineland, too, the agitation‘is at its height.. According to 
reports from Frankfort, the National Socialistse have formed a German 
Labour Party, which specifically excludes Jews from membership, 
“because no Jew can be a German.” The Party also demands the 
deportation of every “non-German ” resident from the country. 

The administration of justice in cases of men charged with anti- 
Semitic propaganda shows a remarkable anomaly. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Severing recently issued an order to Attorneys-Genera!l to 
bring all such cases to justice. The increased severity of the Attorneys- 
General has, however, been counterbalanced by a corresponding increase 
in laxity on the part of the judges. There have been two cases in point 
recently, one in Munich, the other in Berlin. Both actions bad been 
instigated by the “ Central Association of German Citizens of the Jewish 
Faith.” In Munich, the anti-Semitic leader, von Zezschwitz, was accused 
of having issued a poster to the effect that Jews were not fitted for 
German citizenship. After having been sentenced by a jury to a 
fine of 6,000 marks, von Zezschwitz was acquitted by a higher 
court, the Judge holding that the accused “had acted in good 
faith, and for the benefit of the German pesople.” In the Berlin 
case, the notoriously anti-Semitic editor of the Deutsche Zeitung was 
charged with baving pub!ished an article, under the titie, ‘ The Jewish 
Forgery,” alleging that Kurt Eisner had forged documents and handed 
them to the Entente leaders, and adding that this crime on the part of 
German Jewry could be expiated only by the deportation of all Jews and 
the confiscation of their property. The accused pleaded that he had not 
incited to pegroms, but bad demanded only legal measures, and on this 
plea he was actually acquitted. This decision has created much alarm in 
German-Jewish circles, since it establishes a dangerous precedent, inas- 
much asevery auti-Semite in Germany may now publish what he pleases, 
provided only that he does not incite openly to murder. 

A nomber of nationalist papers are publishing an article from the pen 
of Dr. Arthur Diater, the well-kaown auti-Semitic leader, and author of 
the book, “The Sin against the Blood,” which has been suppressed, 
claiming that he has positive proof of the existence of a Jewish 


“ slander-organisation,” which has for its object the discrediting of anti- 
Semitic leaders. Dr. Dinter is at prevent suing the Berliner Taqgeblatt tor 
slander, and he declares that he will prove his allegation in the course of 
these proceedings. Dr. Dinter further declares that the confiscation of 
his second book, “The Sin against the Spirit,” was due to Jewish intrigue. 

The Bavarian National socialist Party is making great headway in 
Saxony. A Saxon National-Socialist Party is about to be formed, in spite 
of the fact that all such organisations in Prussia, Thuringia, and Bades 
have been prohibited. Anti-Semitic propaganda in the district is rife. 
A leaflet which is being very widely circulated shows the German 
“Michel” holding a blood-stained knife and a human head over two 
newspapers—the Berliner lagebiatt and the Frankfurter Zeitung. 

In the Prussian Parliament, the anti-Semitic leader, Mr. Lindeiner, 
has demanded the cancellation of the order declaring illegal the National.

It is reported that the troops fired at the rioters at Jassy, and kilied three 
students. Here, in Bucharest, the Jewish students at the University were 
expelled from its precincts. 

The riots have been the subject of discussion in Parliament, the 
Government having being charged by the Peasants’ and Labour Parties 
with having failed to take adequate measures to protect the Jews from 
attack.

(Mr. M. J. Harris). I myself was on the Council, and for one year 
occupied the position of Chairman of the Finance Committee. Jews are 
members of town councils throughout South Africa. We have had 
several mayors, and I can say generally that Jews are taking an active 
and intelligent interest in public affairs. It is, however, a matter of some 
comment that Jews are not very largely represented in the higher 
branches of the Civil Service. 
ANTI-SEMITISM, 

“On the whole anti-Semitiem is not rife in South Africa, although 
during the recent riots in Johannesburg there was a rather pronounced 
anti-Jewish outburst. It was perhaps due to the tendency to identify 
Bolshevists with Jews. The position became so intolerable that we 
interviewed the Minister of Defence, and later on the Minister made a 
statement in Parliament in which he said in no unmeasured terms that 
he was satisfied that the Jews as Jews had nothing whatever to do with 
the revolution, and it was afterwards proved that only two Jews were 
arrested and charged with high treason. One was immediately discharged 
without being brought to trial, and the other one was discharged after 
trial. So that we can say that not a single Jew was implicated. One 
amusing incident occurred. A Jew was charged with being in possession 
of loot, it being reported that he had an excessive quantity of crockery. 
It turned out that he had a set of Passover utensils! It is very rare for 
a Jew to be charged with any serious offence. I have a fairly extensive 
practice, but have never been called upon to defend a Jew for any serious 
crime.” 

CHARITABLE WORK. 


“In works of charity,” Mr. Alexander went on to say, “ South African 
Jewry holds a very fine record. Particularly is this so in regard to help 
for war and pogrom victims. The relief fands for the various States were 
amalgamated last August into a United South African Restoration and 
Orphan Fand. Our fund in the Transvaal was begun in 1915, and I 
became its President, and have been President ever since. We collected 
over £250,000, and I think the whole of South African Jewry has collected 
not far short of £500,000. Besides making liberal contributions to the 
various European Jewish relief organisations, we have brought out to 
South Africa 200 pogrom orphans, 100 of whom are maintained in 
Johannesburg and 100 in Cape Town. In Johannesburg about 35 of the 
older childer were given out in adoption, and the results were very 
successful, We have now acquired by purchase Sir Lionel Phillips’ 
house for the South African Jewish Orphanage. It stanas in twenty-six 
acres of ground and has a magnificent view of the Magaielsberg Moun- 
tains and the Sachsenwald. A recent fate in support of the fund realised 
£10,500 in two and a-half days. Our monthly collections amount to £5,000. 
This fund has also undertaken to transplant to Palestine 250 orphans, to 
be called the South African Orphans. Our children are a very lovable 
lot and are making wonderful progress in the local schools. Indeed, the 
Sunday before my departure they entertained me, and children recited iu 
English and Dutch who had only been at school for nine months. Ose of 
the elder girls is being apprenticed as a hospital nurse, and, in general, 
the children have the making of very useful citizens. General Smuts 
recently laid the foundation-stone of the Jewish Guild and Club in the 
centre of Johannesberg, which is to cost £30,000. WehaveaJewish A ged 
Home, the premises of which we acquired from Sir George Albu, and one 
of our Jewish magnates, Mr. J. W. Schlesinger, has just added a wing to 
the Home.

The well-known Polish savant, Professor Bouden de Courtenay, 
receutly delivered a speech opposing the demand of the anti-Semitic 
students for a numerus clausus for Jews. 

Elections are to be held shortly for a new Jewish National Council 
for Poland, which will press the claims of the Jewish Minority and 
combat the anti-Semitic movement. Deputy Lutoslavseky, the priest, 
notorious as an anti-Semite, has announced his intention of leading a 
“holy war” against the Jews and cornpelling them to leave the country. 

At Sakshafsk, the local school is kept up almost entirely by Jewish 
contributions. In spite of this fact, however, one hundred and fifty 
Jewish children have been excluded from the school for non-attendance 
on Saturdays. 

On the occasion of the first anniversary of the death of Chief Rabbi 
Dr. Poznansky, representatives of all Jewish parties assembled at the 
graveside. It was announced that a fund would be opened for the 
establishing of a college for teachers in the name of the deceased.

The German Reactionaries. 


Increased Anti-Semitism. 


[From our Correspondent. | BERLIN. 


Even the most optimistic Jewish circles in Germany ae DOW 
beginning to realise the fact that the different anti-Semitic organisa» 008 
all over the country have succeeded in joining hands and are working ix 
close collaboration. Inthe Bavarian and Prussian Parliaments, in the 
Universities and City Councils, in the Press and in the pulpit, everywhere 
the campaign has reopened with renewed intensity, as if at a given 
signal. Very significant is the success of the National Socialists of 
Munich. Recently they called five public meetings in the largest bails of 
the city; all were packed, and an overflow meeting had to be held in a 
sixth hall. The function had been preceded by a y2%t amount of 
propaganda, all, of course, directed against the Jews. The result was 
that a meeting was held, the like of which has not been seen in Germany 
since the revolution. The subject discussed was the ruin of Germany, 
which was attributed to the revolution, the politicians, usury, the Stock 
Exchange, and the Jews. Oaly one remedy was proposed——“ Away with 
the Jews!” Adolf Hittler, “the Bavarian Mussolini,” hurried from 
hall to ball, accompanied by bis bodyguard, and every where was received 
with tremendous enthusiasm. There can be no doubt that a new and 
powerful anti-Semitic party exists in Bavaria. A new election would 
probably give this party a large majority, and in case of trouble it would 
be a force to be reckoned with. 

The day following these meetings, the party began action in the 
Bavarian Parliament itself. A markedly anti-Semitic speech was 
delivered, concluding with a peroration advocating the restoration of the 
monarchy. Naturally, democratic speakers were not wanting to answer 
this attack, and Mr. Luik bluntly pointed out that Hittler’s party desired 
not to assist Germany, but merely to make use of reactionary tendencies 
for anti-Semitic purposes. Thereupon Hittler’s representative replicd— 
—and without contradiction—that the National-Socialist movement was 
patronised even by influential members of the Government and would 

‘surely lead to that civil war we need for our resurrection,” 

Meanwhile the Press is conducting a campaign against individual 
Jewish members of the Government, as for instance against the well- 
known Dr. Goslar and Dr. Badt. Both are Zionists, and have publicly 
supported the Zionist Movement. The anti-Semitic press demands to 
know what guarantees there are that these men will not use their powers 
“in favour of a strange race.” 


in the Rhineland, too, the agitation‘is at its height. According to | 


reports from Frankfort, the National Socialists have formed a German 
Labour Party, which specifically excludes Jews from membership, 
“because no Jew can be a German.” The Party also demands the 
deportation of every “ non-German ” resident from the country. 

The administration of justice in cases of men charged with anti- 
Semitic propaganda shows a remarkable anomaly. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Severing recently issued an order to Attorneys-General to 
bring all such cases to justice. The increased severity of the Attorneys- 
General has, however, been counterbalanced by a corresponding increase 
in laxity on the part of the judges. There have been two cases in point 
recently, one in Munich, the other in Berlin. Both actions bad been 
instigated by the “ Central Association of German Citizens of the Jewish 
Faith.” In Munich, the anti-Semitic leader, von Zezschwitz, wasaccused 
of having issued a poster to the effect that Jews were not fitted for 
German citizenship. After baving been sentenced by a jury to a 
fine of 6,000 marks, von Zezschwitz was acquitted by a higher 
court, the Judge holding that the accused “had acted in good 
faith, and for the benefit of the German people.” In the Berlin 
case, the notoriously anti-Semitic editor of the Deutsche Zeitung was 
charged with having pub’ished an article, under the title, “ The Jewish 
Forgery,” alleging that Kurt Eisner had forged documents and handed 
them to the Entente leaders, and adding that this crime on the part of 
German Jewry could be expiated only by the deportation of all Jews and 
the confiscation of their property. The accused pleaded that he had not 
incited to pogroms, but bad demanded only legal measures, and on this 
plea he was actually acquitted. ‘This decision has created much alarm in 
German-Jewish circles, since it establishes a dangerous precedent, inas- 
much asevery auti-Semite in Germany may now publish what he pleases, 
provided only that he does not incite openly to murder. 

A number of nationalist papers are publishing an article from the pen 
of De. Arthur Dinter, the well-known auti-Semitic leader, and author of 
the book, “The Sin against the Blood,” which has been suppressed, 
Claiming that he has positive proof of the existence of a Jewish 
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“ slander-organisation,” which has for its object the discrediting of anti- 
Semitic leaders. Dr. Divoter is.at present suing the Berliner Taqeblatt tor 
slander, and he declares that he wil! prove his allegation in the course of 
these proceedings. Dr. Dioter further declares that the confi<cation of 
his second book, “The Sin against the Spirit,” was due to Jewish intrigue. 

The Bavarian National Socialist Party is making great headway in 
Saxony. A Saxon National-Socialist Party is about to be formed, in spite 
of the fact that all such organisations in Prussia, Thuringia, and Badea 
have been prohibited. Anti-Semitic propaganda in the district is rife. 
A leaflet which is being very widely circulated shows the German 
“Michel” holding a blood-stained knife and a human head over two 
newspapers—the Berliner lageblatt and the Frankfurter Zeitung. 

In the Prussian Parliament, the anti-Semitic leader, Mr. Lindeiner, 
has demanded the cancellation of the order declaring illegal the National. 
Socialist organisations, the “ Young German League,” and the “German 
People’s Protection League,” on the ground that the law under which 
they were forbidden is a law “ for the protection of the German ss 
and not for the protection of Judaism. Mr. Severing declined to can 
the order.

Many Jews Assaulted in Rumania. 


Deputation to the King. 
[From our Correspondent.) BUCHAREST. 

The students in this city and at Jassy have organised anti-Jewish 
demonstrations in the streets. Many Jews were beaten in both towns, 
and the offices of the pro-Jewish organs at Jassy suffered severe damage. 
The office of the Jewish newspaper, the Mantuaria, was also attacked, 
It is reported that the troops fired at the rioters at Jassy, and killed three 
students. Here, in Bucharest, the Jewish students at the University were 
expelled from its precincts. 

The riots have been the subject of discussion in Parliament, the 
Government having being charged by the Peasants’ and Labour Parties 
with having failed to take adequate measures to protect the Jews from 
attack. The Minister of the Laterior, in his defence of the Government, 
mentioned that the Prefect of Police in this city was wounded uring the 
disturbances. 

The Government has decided to close al! the higher educational 
institutions throughout Rumania until the students had realised the folly 
of their acts. 

The King received a Jewish deputation representing all organisations. 
The delegates appealed to his Majesty to use his influence to suppress the 
riots. Deputy Dr. Stern has introduced an interpeliation into the House, 
demanding measures against the anti-Jewish rioting, and urging that 
the Rectors and Principals of educational institutions should be madé 
responsible for the maintenance of order by the students. The Minister 
of the Interiorin reply to Dc. Stern, declared that the statements which 


had been made implicating the Government in the riots were false, and 


that measures had been taken to suppress the anti-Jewish disturbinces. 
Students at the Klausenburg (Cluj) Uaiversity have decided not to 
permit their Jewish colleagues to attend lectures, because in the Lastitute 
of Anatomy only corpses of Christians are di«sected. In spite of the 
Rector’s appeal to the students to withdraw their decision, the anti-

Bemites have attacked the Jewish students, and have organised demon- 
strations in the streets. Many Jews were assaulted before the police 
dispersed the crowd, and one has since died of his wounds. Later, the 
students attacked the offices of the Jewish daily, Uj Kelet, demolished the 
machinery and set fire to the furniture. Severe fighting in the streets 
ensued, during which the police remained inactive. Tinally the military 
were called upon to subdue the riot, after much damage to Jewish 
property had been done. 

In Bucharest and Kronstadt the Jews and the non-Jewish opponents 
ef the reactionaries have formed self-defence compani2s. 


Jews in Turkish Territory ‘not to be Expelled.

The Turkish Delegation at Lausanne issues a statement regarding 
the position of the Christians in Constantinople, denying that their 
position is disquieting. Riza Nur, the second Turkish delegate, in a 
statement to the Press, declared that it is necessary for Greeks to leave 
Turkish territory, including Constantinople, as Greeks and Turks could 
mo longer live together after their late experiences. Armeniansand Jews, 
however, would not be made liable to expulsion, and could remain.

estivals.

Ukrainian Emigrants in Palestine. 


The Vaad Leumi of Jerasalem has submitted to the Federation a 
memorandum in connection with constructive help for Ukrainian Jewish 
emigrants in Palestine. It appears from the figures submitted by the 
Vaad Leumi that ninety per cent. of the emigrants who arrived in 
Palestine are from Russia and the Ukraine. The Zionist Organisation 
cares for the emigrants only duringthe first few months of their arrival, 
The Vaad Leumi has therefore resolved to help these emigrants by the 
establishment of a special Information Bureau with branches in all the 
towns and the Colonies, with the object of finding them employment. 
The Bureau will also arrange the opening of Classes for instruction in 
Hebrew, Arabic, and English for those capable of Alling Government posts. 
Special courses are to be started also for instruction in trades. The 
emigrants during the period of their instruction will be supported, 
Further, a Loan Fund will be created to enable the artisans to buy tools, 


hire accommodation, and open a small business or workshop. These 


loans will not exceed £20 to a family, and will be advanced upon reliable 
guarantees. The Federation has resolved to grant the sum of £1,000 
towards the Loan Fund. 


_ Refugees in Batoum. 


The Constantinople Relief Committee has recently appealed to the 
Federation for help for the refugees in Batoum, who find themselves in a 
very desperate state. From the reports to hand it appears that 300 
families are provided with the necessary permits to leave for Constanti- 
nople, but cannot do so on account of lack of funds. The Federation has 
granted the sum of £200 towards the relief of these emigrants. 


Jewish Higher Grade Schools in Kovno. 


The Federation has also considers’ an appeal for the relief of the 
Jewish Higher Courses in Kovno. The programme of these courses 
includes lectures in mathematics, biology, physics, anatomy, history of 
Jewish literature, and the history of art. The majority of the students 
are Ukrainian refugees. The sam of £200 has been granted by the 
Federation for the upkeep of these Courses.

It is quite true that in the Roman Catholic calendar, August ist 
is still set aside for the “Commemoration of St. Paul the Apostle, 
and the ‘Holy Machabees, M.M., 163 B.c.” One is, therefore, not 
surprised to find that Amiens Cathedral has such a chapel. Geneva, 
however, was very much concerned in 1535 to have done with Roman 
Catholicism, and on the 10th August of that year it was solemnly resolv: d 
that the celebration of the Mass at Geneva should be suspended. 
We are further told that in 1556 the belfry of the Cathedral was struck 


by lightning, which caused the great cross surmounting it to fall to the- 


ground. A superstitious populace attributed this to the anger of God at 
the retention of a Papist symbol, and, obsessed with this idea, removed 
the crosses from all the churches in the town. 

There can be very little doubt that it was about this time that the 
Geneva Chapel, previously dedicated to the Virgin Mary, was renamed 
“Chapelle des Macchabées.” Dr. Marmorstein is, no doubt, right tn 
suggesting that the Maccabees thus commemorated are “the mother and 
her seven sons,” martyred at Antioch in 163 B.Cc.E., and not Judas and 
his brethren. One would like to kaow, however, how it came about 
that, with a whole army of Christian saints and martyrs to choose 
from, choice should deliberately have been made of a band of 
Jewish martyrs in seeking a new name for the Chapel. So far 
as I know, they are the only Jewish martyrs commemorated in the 
Christian calendar. Is it unreasonable to suppose that in their long 
struggle with Rome the Geneva Reformers of the sixteenth century may 
have often derived encouragement and inspiration from the heroic s'ory 
of the Maccabees and their long strugge with Autioch? If so, what

STRIKING CEREMONIES. 


Last Saturday was “Liberation Day,” the anniversary of the 
surrender of Jerusalem by the Turks. The ceremonies began with a 
review of the British forces and gendarmarie, followed by a service in 
the Cathedral, which the High Commissioner attended in state. 

The religious ceremony, at which two Chief Rabbis, the Grand Mafti, 
the Consuls, and the heads of all the Eastern Churches were present, was 
unique. Prayers were offered in Arabic and Hebrew, and of the passages 
of Scripture read, one in Hebrew was read by the Chief Rabbi and one in 
Greek by the Greek Patriarch. 

General Tudor unveiled a memorial to the 2/20th Battalion London 
Regiment. 


Jerusalem Water Supply. 
DERIVED FROM THE POOLS OF SOLOMON. 


A statement has been issued by the Palestine Government to the 
effect that the ancient Pools of Solomon are now being utilised for the 


water supply of Jerusalem—the very purpose for which they were 
originally constructed. The statement reads: 


After many centuries of disuse, the Pools of Solomon are again supplying 
the Holy City with water. The Department of Public Works has for some time 
been engaged on the restoration of the Pools of Solomonand the erection of a 
pumping plant designed to force the water through the pipeline laid by the 
Army in 1918. The work proved more difficult than was anticipated. Leakages 
oceurred in several places. In bringing once again into use these ancient 
reservoirs, such experiences are almost unavoidable; it is a modern example of 
the parable of | peas ee new wine into old bottles, bat in this case there is, 
fortunately, no doubt as regards the structural stability of the bottles. 


Dr. Weleshann in Palestine. 
SITUATION “SERIOUS, BUT HOPEFUL.” 


THE ARAB QUESTION. 
[From our Correspondent.] JERUSALEM. 


Dr. Weizmann will leave Palestine for England on the 22nd 
December. He attended a conference of local Zionist leaders, and at the 
concinsion of the deliberations, it was announced that the conference con- 
sidered the situation in Palestine to be “ serious, but hopefal.” 

Lieut.-Col. Kisch bas officially presented to Sir Herbert Samuel the 
Jewish demands for the relaxation of the immigration restrictions and 
for a Government contribution towards Jewish communal expenses. It 
is urged that the Government and the Jewish community should share 
the burden of the expenses equally. 

The High Commissioner bas intimated his willingness to increase the 
Government grant for Jewish education, provided that the financial 
position of the country allows. He further agreed to increase the facilities 
for Jewish immigration, pending the final revision of the regulations. 
The Government has consented to co-operate with the Jewish Agency in 
Jewish affairs. 

The Jewish leaders are discussing the prospects of the Palestine loan. 
They have made it clear to the Government that the participation of 
Jews in the loan will depend upon the provisions in the Palestine budget 
for Jewish requirements. 

The High Commissioner has appointed a Budget Committee for 1923, 
consisting of Messrs. Yellin, Isenberg, Husseini, Nassiff, and Toukan. 
The committee is to have advisory powers only. 

It bas now been ascertained that several of the Palestinian delegates 
to the Arab Congress (which was to have been opened on the 15th 
December at Cairo, but has been postponed until after the close of the 
Lausanne Conference) are desirous of reaching an understanding with 
the Zionists.

PHILOLOGIC FACULTY TO OPEN SHORTLY. 


It has been decided that the Philologic Faculty of the Hebrew 
University of Jerasalem shall open on the eve of Passover. Among the 
lecturers announced during the coarse are Professor Louis Ginsbery of 
New York, Profesor Marguiius of Philadelphia, Professor Tobler of 
Berlin, Professor Kraus of Vienna, Rabbi Czernowitz, Chief Rabbi Dr.

Opposition to Zionist Policy. 
Replies to Lord Raglan. 


From Mr. E. P. Hewitt, K C. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


51r,—In reference to Lord Raglan’s further letter which you printed 
in your last issue, I did not state that all anti- Zionists are prejudiced, but 
that “most anti-Zionists are influenced largely by prejudice”; and I 
consider that the real strength of the active opposition to Zionism in this 


country hascome from those who have not merely anti-Zionist, but.anti- 
Jewish prejudices. 


Lord Raglan's explanation of the use of the word “infidel” in con- 
nection with Jews is not very convincing. If the word “infidel” in his 
first letter is to be read in the sense referred to in his second letter, why 
was'it confined to the Jews? In that sense, the “ contempt” stated to be 
felt by the Arabs for the Jews as infidels, ought to extend to ourselves as 
being also “infidels.” 

The statement by Lord Raglan concerning the Jewish women in 
Syria—like the passage in the earlier letter referring to the Jews as 
“utterly destitute of morals and manners”—I regard as a slander upon a 
race well known for the strictness of their family life. But this is a 
matter which 1 presume that others more acquainted with local 
conditions will deal with. 

Lord Raglan’s statement that nearly all the land in Palestine is 
private property does nct touch the point made in my former letter, that 
none of the owners are being forced to sell. They can sell or not, as they 
feel disposed. 

In my previous letters I have given reasons for the view that, under 
the Mandate, the Arabs are not being treated anfairly. Butfor those who 
are inclined to believe that there is any hardship, the question of its 
degree and extent must be of importance. And the fact, therefore, that 
Palestine forms but a minute portion of Arab territory cannot be irrelevant.

. S1r,—Lord Raglan’s letter is unfortunately characterised by the 
unfounded assumptions and false analogies that are typical of most 
attacks by Christian anti-Zionists, who always boast of their Jewish 
acquaintances and declare that they are not anti-Semites. 

It is certainly not “an undisputed fact that the Christians, Jews, and 
Moslems have always regarded each other as infidels.” The remarkable 
service that took place only a few days ago in the Cathedral of Jerusalem 
to celebrate * Liberation Day” shows that Lord Raglan's conception of 
the attitude displayed towards one another by the followers of the three 
great faiths is grossly inaccurate.

eonsiderable purchases of land, in the Valley of Jezreel and the city of 
Jerusalem, for a sum exceeding £500,000. 

The analogy that your correspondent seeks to make between Palestine 
and Victoria is utterly fallacious. Palestine is 1/170th part, not of Arab 
territory, but of Arabic-speaking territory, which is a somewhat different 
thing. Palestine is the land in which the Jews were first welded into a 
mation ; it was there that they developed their national! cultura, language, 
polity, religion, customs, traditions, over a period of 1,500 years; and it is 
with that land that the Jews have always been united by an indissolable 
spiritual bond throughout their dispersion tothe presentday. The historic 
connection of the Jews with the land which they made the Holy Land, is 
recognised in the terms of the British Mandate as the ground for the recon- 
stitution therein of their National Home. As Lord Robert Cecil declared 
at the wonderful demonstration in the London Opera House five years ago: 
“Judea for the Jews.” The Armenians lay no claim to the creation of a 
National Home in any other country but Armenia. And as for the State 
of Victoria, the title of the British who ousted the aborigines to make 
their National Home there is surely not superior to the historic claim of 
the Jews to the Land of the Bible.

The Position of Zionism in England. 


CONFERENCE OF ZIONIST SOCIETIES. 


STATEMENT BY MR. NAHUM SOKOLOW. 
A Conference convened by the Eoglish Zionist Federation was held 


last Saturday night, at Jews’ College, for the purpose of devising means 


of strengthening Zionism in England. Representatives of synagogues, 
friendly societies, and other bodies affiliated to the Federation, in all 
about two hundred delegates, participated in the gathering, the proceedings 
at which were protracted. 

Mr. PAUL GOODMAN, who presided, drew attention to the position in 
Palestine and urged the need for further financial support. He deplored 
the meagre activities in Great Britain. He thoaght it humiliating that 
a country like England had given less support to the Keren Hayesod than 
had some of the smallest communities. The Keren Hayesod lists revealed 
the lamentable fact that England had done no better than Argentine 
and Czecho-Slovakia. Not only was this country behind in supporting 
the Keren Hayesod, but there was, too, a perceptible falling off in the 
sale of Shekalim. He appealed for a change of attitude and for greater 


exertion on the part of Zionists in England. 


The Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM referred to the great Zionist activity 
displayed in England in the year following the Balfour Declaration. It 
was only in the past two years that a set-back had been noticed. That 
was all the more surprising, considering that even such bodies as the 
Anglo-Jewish Association and the Deputies of British Jews had pledged 
themselves to support Zionism. He moved a resolution pledging the 
delegates to carry on Zionist activity with greater energy. 

Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES, in seconding the resolution, made a 
strong appeal for the redoubiing of Zionist efforts. 

A prolonged and heated discussion followed, in the course of which 
many delegates criticised the English Zionist Federation for its inefficicncy. 
One delegate called upon the members of the Council of the English 
Zionist Federation to resign, since they had failed to organise Zionist 
work in this country. Other delegates expressed the opinion that too 
much was made of the political success of the Movement, and that 
Zionists were tired of hearing about the Balfour Declaration and the 
Mandate. What they desired was practical achievements in Palestine. 

Mr. NAHUM SOKOLOW deprecated the pessimistic tone adopted. 
He was amazed at the attempt to minimise the importance of 
certain great events, particularily that of the ratification of the 
Mandate. Scarcely six months had elapsed since that Mandate

had been approved by the League of Nations, and already 
there were Zionists who were tired of hearing of the succes 
eager to have some fresh sensations. While dissatisfied with the 
position of Zionism in this country, Mr. Sokolow said that in 
other countries the Movement had been enormously strengthened. 
He gave an illustration of the Zionist influence in Poland, the 
greatest Jewish centre, where all other parties had united under 
the leadership of Zionists, and where most of the Jews elected to 
the Sejm and Senate were Zionists. Mr. Sokolow pointed out that 
those who talked ;'))ut more practical work in Palestine had no 
idea of what was actually being done. Were thoy awaro that a Hebrew 
Technicum was about to be opened in Haifa, that nuwcrous other 
cultural institutions were nearing completion, including the Hebrew 
University? He was glad to inform them that within the last few days 
he had had the opportunity of meeting several members of the present 
Government, and had obtained from them the assurance that no obstacles 
would be placed by the British Government in the work of Jewish re- 
construction in Palestine. 

Dr. Soloveitchick and Mr. Motzkin, of the Zionist Executive, also 
addressed the gathering. 


EXECUTIVE MEETING. 


A meeting of the Executive Council was held last week at the offices 
of the Federation, 44, Bedford Row. Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, a Vice- 
President, occupied the Chair. There were also present :—

the Company, when he will be invited to meet the Council. 

Applications for affiliation were submitted from the King Saul Lodge 
and King Solomon Lodge, both of the Order Achbei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham, and the Bow Young Judeans. These applications were 
agreed to. 

Reports were presented on Shekalim, Propaganda Fund, and other 
matters. 


The Pope and Palestine. 


PREDECESSOR’S POLICY TO CONTINUE. 


Pope Pius XI. held his first secret consistory last Monday. Hight new 
cardinals were created, and the papal policy was outlined. The Pope 
said that he considered the situation in Palestine as one of the gravest 
dangers to the peace of the world. He completely supported the 
objections made by the late Pope to the Zionist Government, and he 
would continue to protest against it. The interests of the Church in 
Palestine were so great that it was a duty to protect them against all— 
not only against the Jews and the infidels, but also against those who 
were not Roman Catholics, were they of any sect or nation. - 


The Future of Palestine. 


A FANTASTIC REPORT. 


The Daily News correspondent at Cairo telegraphed on the 7th inst. : 
A message from Lausanne to the native Press states that the British 
Government intends to make Palestine and the Transjordania into one 
State with the Emir Abdullaas king. A second statement, more surprising 
still, is that the Syrian-Palestinian delegation at Lausanne object to the 
proposal on the ground that the people of Syria and Palestine wish to be 
united under Abbas Hilmy, the deposed Khedive of Egypt.

TWO THOUSAND UNDER ARREST.

The tale of the Jewish pioncers, 
fheir courage and perseverance, the slow and laborious tilling of virgin 
ground, the growth of one colony after another, all this forms fit subject 
for a romance; and beru'ifal pictures are shown of the pa'm and wine 
oolony of Rishon-le-Zion, of orange harvests and banana crops, of the 
smooth waters of the Jordan, and of barren, stony country which has 
lain untouched for over 2,000 years. The work of the National Fund in 
the development of almond-growing, honey-farming, and many subsidiary 
industries is shown, and an appreciable part of the film is devoted to 
afforestation. 

The picture bas been favourably noticed in the Press, and it is 
proposed to show it throughout Germany.

BISHOP OF STEPNEY COMMENDS NEW SCHEME. 


Under the heading of “Jews in East London,” the Church Family 
Newspaper has printed the following letter from the Bishop of Stepney: 


81r,—In the last twenty years no change has been more remarkable in East 
London than the steady growth of the Jewish population and the corres- 
nding decline in the number of Gentiles. In many a parish of Stepney, 
pitaifields, and Bethnal Green to-day, where twenty years ago the Church was 
the centre of strong aad flourishing life, the Christians are now but a tiny 
handful of people living in the midst of a vast Jewish population. This great 
change must always be remembered, and is one of the most difficult and vital 
roblems confronting the Church in East London. Itis a problem that cannot 
be ignored; and side by side with the quiet work that has been going on among the 
Jews in many of the parishes to which this change has come, there has been 
growing upa conviction that not until there isa body of Hebrew Christians, with 
their own rite in their own language, will there be mach progress in the evan- 
elisation of the Jews. So many Jews at present feel that they can only become 
‘hristians by giving up their own people and becoming apostates. And so many 
Christians fail to realise the unique contribution that the Jew —as aJew—has to 
bring into the Church of Christ. : 
And now has come the opportunity fora new step forward. The Council of 
the East London Fund for the Jews have appointed the Rev. Paul Levetoff 


(sub-warden of St. Deiniol’s Library, Hawarden) to be Director of Work 


among Jews in East London. We soon to be able to secure for him 
a Church entirely surrounded by a Jewish population, so that there may 
be amid the twenty thousand Jews in East London a Hebrew -Christian 
Church, with a Hebrew Christian priest in charge, where services shall be 
in the Hebrew language. We believe this step to be justified ; we believe it to bea 
great opportunity, and we ask for increased financial support, for this venture 
will involve raising another wor oe! se annum. My Chaplain and Secretary of 
the Fund, Rev. J. J. Langley Frost, will be giad to speak and preach in 
furtherance of this work, and all contributions should bewsent to him at the office

Communal! Conference. 


Under the auspices of the Shechita Board, a Conference was held op 
Sunday at Jeshurun Hall, when delegates from Synagogues, Friend)y 
Societies, and Trades Unions, in addition to the members of the Shechita 
Board, were present. 

Mr. T. B. HERWALD, who presided, moved the following resolution - 

That this Conference of Executives and representatives of Synagogues an. 

Friendly Societies is of the unanimous opinion that an (Chie! 
Ecclesiastical Court) is urgently needed for the Manchester Jewish community 
and accordingly recommends that im‘nediate steps be taken for the appointme;,. 
of such a Rav. 
He would be in favour of a United Synagogue for Manchester, with ap 
eminent Rabbi to visit and preach in the various synagogues from time to 
time. He was of opinion that there was an orthodox community 
in Manchester clamouring for such an appointment, 

Councillor D. GOULDMAN, in seconding, spoke of the many 
difficulties that had confronted the Board during jits past history . hag 
such a Rav been appointed years ago, he would possibly have prevented 
such difficulties or would have assisted the Board to remove them. Recentiy 
the Beth Din had been much strengthened by theaddition of Rabbis Shaciter 
and Gaguine. Ile thought thatthe Manchester Community should have, 
Rav similar to what London had in the person of the Chief Rabbi. 

Councillor S FINBURGH, J.P., moved as an amendment: 

That this meeting of repreeentatives of synagogues, institutions, etc. 
repudiates most emphatically the proposals put forward by the Manchester 
Shechita Board dealing with the local Rabbinate question, for the following 
reasons: (1) It would shatter the harmony of the Community; (2) It woul 

ce unwarrantable financial burdens on the Community ; (3) No mandate or 

emand for such has been received. This meeting ae itself by every 
legitimate means to prevent such proposals being carried. 
He said that the Community had enjoyed peace for many years past, 
but such an appointment would disturb all peace and harmony. The 
Board was taking too much upon itself by entering into concerns that did 
not come within its sphere. The circumstauces in Manchester were 
such that the present Kabbonim would not tolerate such a state of affairs. 
It was not just to them to appoint a man to take up a premier position. 
The Higher Broughton Congregation had that day decided uot to agree to 
the resolution of the Shechita Board. 

Mr. B. BALABAN seconded the amendment, and said the North 
Manchester Synagogue was likewise opposed to the resolutions. 

Mr. H. A. NATHAN said he spoke as Vice-President of the Old Hebrew 
Congregation to oppose the resolution. The scheme was impracticable, 
and he suggested that the Beth Din should appoint men who woul! be 
willing to undertake the duties in an honorary capacity. He thought the 
community would be confronted with greater financial bardens if the 
resolution were passed. 

Mr. L. KLETZ, while agreeing with the principle, thought the scheme 
suggested by the Shechita Board impracticable. The Board had no power 
behind it to enforce such a resolution. 

Mr. DAVID COHEN said that he would oppose the resolution, as it 
would bring about discontent and friction. 

It was decided to adjourn the conference to a later date.

Literary Societies. 

A meeting was held under the auspices of the Literary and Social Society 
at the Geographical Hal!, Deansgate, on Sunday last, when a lecture was 
delivered by Mr. Lucien W \if, on“ Jewsin Diplomacy.” Mr. Neviile J. Laski 
presided. In the course of his address, Mr. Wolf said that diplomacy as an 
art was quite a modern institution, only abouta century and a quarter o!d, 
dating from the termination of the Napoleonic wars. Although the prt 
played by Jews in dipiomacy had rarely risen to the highest level, it yet 
bad constituted a very creditable record. Until Jews obtained their emanci- 
pation, State employment never came in their direction, and if it 
occasionally did, it was only on account of abilities of exceptional 
character. In modern times, Sir Moses Montefiore was one of the most 
successfal ambassadors to European Courts, and did his duty with 
supreme skill and tact. More striking was the quasi-diplomatic success 
of Zionists of our own time. The deeds of Herzl, Sokolow, and Weizmann 
all showed that Jews possessed qualities of a high order in the 
realm of diplomacy. In 940 a Jew named Chasdai was made a 
Vizier, and became a Minister of Foreiga Affairs. A lapse of 500 
years took place before a Jew attained a position of such importance. 
Among Jewish diplomatists of a past age, the career of Rabbi Solomon ben 
Aschkenasi was worthy of mention. He counselled friendly relations 
with Franco an Venice, and was completely successful in his policy. He 
was quite able to hold his own against Venetian diplomatists. The 
lecturer went on to speak of the Marranos, many of whom performed their 
duties with zeal and ability for the couatries who persecuted their Jewish 
brethren. Svlomon Sebag, an ancestor of Sir Joseph Sebag Mont fi pre, 
was one of these Marrauns. Benjamin Disraeli acted as chief Pienipo- 
tentiary to the historic Congress at Berlin in 1878. Some said he 
pureued a Jewish policy, but tne late Lord Salisbury showed that this was 
untrue. Other names mentioned by the lecturer of Jews who dis- 
tinguished themselves in a diplomatic sphere were Jadah P. Benjamin, 
Lord Pisbright, Picciotto, Oscar Straus, Henry Morgenthau, and Louis 
Einstein. The Rev. J. P. Mendoza, B A., who said be was one of the 
descendants of the Marranos, moved a vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
which was seconded by Mr. H. Kingsley, and supported by Mr. Moss.

8iR,—His Worship the Mayor of Hackney, with cummendablie 
promptitude, has decided to follow in the steps of his predecessors in the 
Mayoral Office, by appealing to the public on bebalf of the unemployed 
in Hackney. As a Jewish Mayor, the first Jewish Mayor in 
Hackney, he expects, and rightly expects, a Jarge measure of support 
from his coreligionists, and for this reason I hopo his letter, which 

peared in your valuable paper on Fricsy last, will be read with due 
consideration and meet with immediate and adequate response. 

As a worker in Hacknoy who comes into daily contact with the 
poor, I am in a position to state that the harrowing picture depicted in his 
letter by the Mayor is not by any means exaggerated or overdrawn. 
Especially piteous are the numerous appeals received from women for 
secondhand clothing for themselves and their young children. 

You were good enough, Sir, to publish a letter of mine exactly a year 
ago on this same subject, with gratifying results, which emboldens me 
once again to make a similar appeal to the Jewish residents in the 
Borough of Hackney, and more directly to the members of my own congre- 
gation. The responses then were many and generous, but I was deeply 
touched by those which came from far-away districts—Hampstead and 
Brondesbury, even Brighton and Westcliff—coming, as they did, from 
valued friends and dear old congregants of twenty and thirty years ago. 
I pray that this bond of goodwill—and, may I say, affection—between the 
minister and his flock, the teacher and his pupils, though they are no 
longer under his immediate personal care and guidance, may continue, 
and, if possible, become stronger as the years increase. 

My appeal to-day is renewed with still more confidence, and may I 
be permitted to remind all who are in sympathy with those in urgent 
need and distress, that “he gives twice who gives quickly.” Need I 
remind them also that we are now celebrating the jvyous Feast of Lights, 
The celebration will be a reai joy indeed, if, besides being a symbol and 
an historical recollection, it becomes an occasion for the exercise of 
practical philanthropy, an opportunity for diffusing increased light and 
warmth in the homes of the poor.

Auntie’s Chat. 


Two thousand and eighty-six years ago the memorable incident 
occurred upon which the Feast of Chanucah was founded. On the 
25th of Kisley Judas Maccabeus and his heroic followers, flushed with 
victory over the Syrian hosts, rededicated the defiled Tempie and 
resumed the services that had been interrupted. The Temple courts, 
and, indeed, the whole of Jerusalem, were illuminated as our houses 
are now illuminated with the Chanucab lights in memory of that 
glorious event. 


LET US REMEMBER. 


Let us remember in honour those who saved Judaism at that 
critical period in Jewish history. The people were to be forced to 
worship idols and abandon their ancient faith. Many had already 
suffered death rather than obey, but others, less brave, had 
succumbed to threats or promises of honours and advancement. A 

riest pamed Mattathias, with his five sons, Jochanan, Simon, Judas; 
leazar, and Jonathan, had removed from Jerusalem to the little 
town of Modin in the hills close by. Thither came a government 
official to exact obedience to the King’s commands. Mattathias, the 
leader of the village, was summoned to sacrifice on the heathen altar. 
He was told: “Thou art a leader and respected man in this town, 
by sons and brothers. Do thou first approach and do the 

bidding of the King, as all the peoples of his dominions have done ; 
then thou and thine shall be counted among the friends of the King; 
and ye shall be honoured and rewarded with silver and gold and 
many other gifts.” Mattathias replied: “Even if all the subjects of 
the King serve idols I and my house will keep the covenant of our 
fathers. God forbid that. we should break His laws!” Hardly hae@® 
he spoken when a Jew stepped forward to sacrifice to the idol. 
A holy zeal seized Mattathias. He slew the weak-kneed Jew and 
the Syrian official, and proclaimed the town “ Whoever iv 
true to the commands of God, let him jot me!” Hundrods flocked 
to his banner and followed Mattathias and his sons into the mountains

mighty, O Lord!”), the initials of which motto formed the name 
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DECEMBER 15, 1922.

Mattathias died soon after with words of encouragement upon his lips. 
He nominated Simon as the wise counsellor and the brave and 


youthful Judas as the military leader.

Successive Syrian generals 
Appolonius, Seron, Gorgias, 


Lysias, all suffered defeat at the hands of the brave defenders of their 


land and faith. 
well as the many. 
godlessness. 


“God,” Judas told them, “can help by the few as 
The enemy brings against us arrogance and 
We fight for our lives and our faith. Be without fear! 


God will cause them to fall before our eyes.” At the battle of 
Beth-Zur, the Syrians were so decisively boaten that they fled the 


country. 


THE TEMPLE RE-DEDICATED, 
The way was open to Jerusalem, and thither Judas and his army 
returned. The sight of the defiled Temple filled them with horror and 
dismay, but they set to with great energy to cleanse the desecrated 


courts and altar. 


A flask of oil, sealed by the High Priest, was found 


for the holy lights, and it lasted a whole week till more could be 
procured. The lights of Chanucah recall the heroism of our ancestors, 
remind us of the aid God gave to those fighting for a noble ideal, and 
tell us, too, that out of small beginnings great things can be wrought, 
as the single light grows to a galaxy of brilliant flames.

A Jewish widow and her seven 
s0n8 were brought before Antiochus, 
charged with having refused to 
worship his idol, The king addressed 
them separately, and began with 
the eldest, by commanding him to 
worship the idol, 

I cannot,’’ answered he, “ for 
my God has commanded me, saying 
‘Il am the Lord thy God, Who 
brought thee out of the land o 
Egypt.’ ”’ 

This refusal enraged the king, and 
he immediately ordered that the boy 
should be killed on the spot. The 
second son was then brought forth. 

**Acknowledge my idol as one of 
thy wods,”’ said the king. 

‘‘How can replied the boy. 
* The law tells us ‘Thou shalt have 
no other gods before Me.’”’ 

The king, —" at his obstinacy, 
had him executed, and the third son 
was led in. 

Antiochus then modified his 
demands by asking him merely to 
bow down before the idol; but the 
boy said: 

‘I dare not. The Word of God 
commands me ‘ Thou shalt not bow 
down thyself to them’”: and he 
was instantly ordered forth to 
execution.
